Mr. John Foster Dulles, the United States Secretary of State, stated 
at hig press conference here on Tuesday that his Government was con- 
sidering asking the International Court of Justice, through the United 
Nations, for an advisory opinion on whether Egypt could exercise 
belligerent rights in the Straits of Tiran, guarding the approaches to the 


Gulf of Aqaba. 


It was still the intention of the United States, Mr. Dulles said, to 
exercise the right of innocent passage in the Gulf of Aqaba. There was

FAILURE OF A 
MISSION 


Israeli View of U.N. 
Chief's Visit

JERUSALEM 

It is generally considered here that 
Mr. Hammarskjoeld’t latest mission 
to the Middle East has been a failure. 

The U.N. Secréetaryv-General did not 
proceed to Jerusalem following the con- 
clusion of his talks with Colonel Nasser 
in Cairo but left for New York on 
Wednesday. by way of Beirut. 

it had been clearly. indicated to Mr. 
Hammarskioeld. before he left for the 
Middle East. that he could not obtain 
from Colonel Nasser an answer to the 
vestion whether Egypt still maintained 
ihat she was im a state of belhgerency 
with Israel no useful purpose would be 
served if he decided to go .on io 
Jerusalem 

Official circles here deny that any 
formal request has been made to Israel 
to allow Unef to be stationed on he: 
side of the demarcation line. bul us 
known that this was one of the matters 
discussed during the Meir-Dulles talks 
m Washington, and Mr Dulles has 
publicly stated that he favours this 
proposal. 

he renewal of United Siates economic 
aid, or rather the lifting of partial sanc- 
tions. which was expected to materialise 
following the submission of Israci to 
American pressure, has not yet been 
torthcomine. Talks between American 
and Israeli officials have begun, but are 
being kept by the Americans at the

The conference, organised by Keren 
Hayesod and attended by 300 delegates 
representing Jewish communitics in 18 
countries of Europe and North Africa, 
also heard messages from, among others, 
the Isracli Prime Muimsster, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion; the former French Prime 
Ministers, M. Pierre Mendés-France, M 
Edouard Herriot, and M. Paul Reynaud: 
the Speaker of the French Parhament, 
M. André Le Troquer: and M. Vincent 
Auriol, the former French President, who 
is head of the French National Commitice 
of Solidarity with Israel. 

The Premiers message, read by M 
Jaquet, the French Minister of Informa- 
tion, in the absence of M. Mollet who 
was on official business in Brussels, 
referred to “the warm _ friendship 
between France and Isracil. which is 
being daily confirmed by the test of 
realuties. The French people.” it went on, 
“admire the dedicated courage with 
which the Israelis conquered their coun- 
try, redeeming it from the desert: and 
then the sang-froid with which they have 
stood up to repeated acts of sabotage and 
raids. The French people also admire 
the Israeli soldiers’ audacity and their 
success on the field of battle. 

* Never was there a time when it was 
more urgent for all free men, who care 
for justice and democracy,” the message 
continued, “to demonstrate thei 
solidarity with the valiant people of 
Isracl. World opinion must realise the 
full implications of the problems con- 
fronting Israel. Freedom of passage of 
Israeli ships through the Suez Canal, 
freedom of navigation in the Straits of 
Firan and Gulf of Aqaba, and the con- 
ditions which will prevail in the Gaza 
Sirip. are questions in which the very 
principles of international law are at 
stake. Their settlement consequently 
concerns all peoples whose interest tt

LONDON SYNAGOGUE 
DESECRATED

Damage was caused by intriiders 
who broke into the new Adath Yisroel 
synagogue in Queen Elizabeth Walk, 
N.16, recently and painted slogans on 
the Ark and ‘all over the walls. 

Rabi Dr. 5S. Schonfeld, Presiding 
Rabbi of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations, told me that he estimated 
the damage to amount to about £150. 

The slogans, painied in large white 
letters, were described by the setretary 
of the synagogue as reminiscent of those 
seen in Nazi Germany: They included 
such phrases as -get out of 
Bogand, which was painted orf the Ark 
itself 


The police, who since the incident 
have been guarding the building, have not 
succeeded in tracing those responsible. 

This js the segond time that the new 
synagogue has’ been damaged. Shortly 
before this incident large. plate-glass 
Window was broken—it is thoughi. by 
children. . 

AN the, damage has since been made 
good,-and the synagogue will be ready 
m time for the consecration next month.

Many European coun- 
tries. he said, could learn something from 
Israel about the different ways of build- 
ing a new society in a spirit of social 
security. 

He began by speaking in English but 
later spoke in German after representa- 
tives of the Hebrew press bad put their 
questions in German. Only one journalist 
spoke in Hebrew, which was translated 
for Herr Olienhauer, and he replied in 
German. 

His feeling after his six-day visit to 
Isract, Herr Ollenhauer said. was that 
this was one of the most remarkable 
countries in the world and that the time 
had come. for establishing normal 
relations between his country and [srael. 
He expressed the hope that Israchi ships 
would be ensured free passage to all ports 
of the world without imterference or 
discrimination.

Siressing the features which distin- 
gushed their movement. Rabbi Brodic 
spoke first of the “absolute need of 


emphasising the religious factor in the 
upbuilding of Israel, not only from the 
pomt of view of the ideal Israel that we 
have prayed for, bat also from the point 
of view of the very preservation of our 
existence m this land and in other lands 
of the Diaspora. For we believe that no 
matter what other links may be -estab- 
lished tO join us. with Israel, ic is the 
religious tink which ts in our view the 
strongest and most enduring. and the onc 
that gives as the opportunity of varied 
expression of our faith io the future of 
Israel and to our faith in the future 
redemption of Israel” 

The Chief Rabbi then went on to say 
that “while we cannot but admure the 
ce\traordmary manne: m which the Statc 
of Israel has developed in spite of the 
tremendous difficulties: and while we 
are proud of the fact that the State has 
acquired the attributes of sationhood 
which give it a right and a. voice at 
the table of the nations of the world, 
we Must not tenore the fact, borne out 
by our faith and our history, that the 
State of Israel, indeed the Jewish people, 
can be a whole people only if in addition

_ Waste and Frustration 


Speaking in his capacity as Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Brodie very much deplored the fact 
“that although there are so Many m 
the community who have similar ideals 
and who want to see. similar... ideas 
rcalised in the peligious sphere, yet such 
is the spirit of obsimafe contentiousness 
that people prefer to work in water-tight 
compartments and visions regardless of 
ihe waste and frustration that some 
times cOmes to those sections of the com- 
munity which are afixious to further the 
best in our tradition and im our 
communal life.” 

The Chief Rabbi said in conclusion 
that be hoped that the merger in this 
country and other countries would lead 
10 the widening of the field of co- 
operation, if not identity, among those 
forces in. the Jewish communities which 
see the Torah as the determinative guide 
‘io our lives and to our future. 

Addressing the conference on behalf 
of the Jewish Agency, Dr. Levenberg 
asserted that despite the complete with- 
drawal of the Israeli forges, “ Israels 
security position iS today stronger than 
before the Sinai campaign.” 

Dr. Levenherg stated that Israel's with- 
drawal, however regrettable, had been 
inevitable, for the Jewish Staie could not 
resist indefinitely the overwhelming pres- 
sure of the Soviet Union, the United 
States and the majority of the U.N,-~a 
combined strength to which even Britain 
and France had ta°give way. 

Dealing with prospects for the future, 

‘. Levenberg said that the real str 
was not over Gaza or the Gulf of Aqaba, 
ut over the right of Israel to live in 
peace. In that struggle, he stated, the 
intensification of the cold war in the 
Middle East had increased Israel's diff 
culties, since both the. Eisenh 
doctrine and the Soviet doctrine “are 
based on a desire to. win over the 
Staics.” Criticising the U.N. Secretary: 
Generate the: added that no. 


Guibbies could hide the fact that Mr. 
Hammarskjoeld seemed to be trying his 

St to resiore the status quo ante—a 
state of affairs which had brought disastet 
to the area. 

In a witty address which delighted the 
audience and confirmed his reputation 
as af enteftiaming orator, Rabbi Kirsh- 
blum said that it was always difficult 
to be a Jew. Today it was particularly 
difficult to be an American Jew abroad 
when everybody was enquiring what the 
Policy of the United States was in tegard 
to the Middle East. “When President 
Eisenhower and the Secretary of Static. 
Mr. Dulles, cannot explain their policy, 
how am I supposed to do it.” he asked. 

In this connection he told one of his 
many delightful stories. It was about a 
Jew in Tsarist Russia who hved in St. 
Petersburg on a false passport with a 
long and difficul: Christian name on it. 
Wh was sto one day by a 
policeman who took his passport and 
asked the Jew what his name was. he 
was so frightened that all he could say 
was: “I don't remember what the name 
is, but it is definitely not Ginzburg.” He 
did not know what President Ersenhower’s 
policy in the Middle East and towards 
Israel was, Rabbi Kirshblum stated. but 
it was definitely not that of Mr. Truman. 

Rabbi Kirshblum said that in recent

years they in the United States had 
experienced some difficulties not only with 
American statesmen but also with 
ordinary people. One reason was the 
mability of some good and even friendly 
CC hrisiians 10 come to terms. from a 
theological. point of view, with the re- 
emergence of Israel, and another was 
a result of the wmpact of the problem of 
Arab refugees. He added, however, that 
as a result of the Sinai campaign and 
its political aftermath the respect for 
Israel. and the understanding of her prob- 
lems had greatly increased among the 
people, while in the Pentagon-—-he was 
told by a senior American officer— 
“ Israel is the toast of the town.” 


UNITING RELIGIOUS 
JEWRY 


The. ratification. of the agreement to 
to meree the Mizrachi and the Hapoel 
Hamizrach) mio the Religious Zions 
Federation of Great Britain and Ireland 
took place on Sunday, when the working 
sessions of the conference were held in 
the Joseph Freedman Hall of the Golders 
Green Synagogue. 

Having adopted the resolution ratifying 
the merger the conference carried another 
resolution, which called for the initiation 
of negotiations “for the unification of 
all rehgious sections of World Jewry.” 

Addressing the conference on public 
relations. of which Commitice he is the 
Chairman, Mr. Bornsicin stressed the 
importance of the réle which Christian 
Church leaders play in the formation of 
public opinion in this country. He 
pointed out that only exponents of 
religious Zionism could find a ready 
response from Christian Churches, parti- 
cularly if their appeal was reinforced by 
stressing the religious significance-of the 
rebirth of Israel, 

There was a lively discussion on educa- 
tional and youth problems based on the 
papers presented by Professor C. Domb 
and by Dr. J. Braude 

Professor Domb illustrated his main 
point—the vital importance of co-opera- 
tion between different Orthodox groups— 
with the success which had accompanied 
the Chovevei Torah, the organisation of 
various Orthodox youth groups for the 
systematic study of the Torah. Dealing 
with Jewish religious education in this 
country, he said that: its fundamental 
weaknesses were “ boredam ™ and a lack 
of respect for the Hebrew teaching pro- 
fession. Professor Domb sueeested that 
from their youth movements there should 
emerge a group of “ chalutzim in the 
teaching profession,” and stated that the 
first step in that direction had already 
heen taken by Mr. B. Zvich, of the Jewish 
Agency's Torah Education Department. 


Day Schools Dispute 


Dr. Braude declared that the essence 
of the cleavage in the Zionist Movement 
was “ whether Zionism is to be regarded 
as an aspect udaism or Judaism as 
an aspect ui Zionism.” He said that 
sheir..Zionist tasks must not lead them 
“ito deviate the 
religious purpose of our communal fife, 
It. was the fear that Jewish schools of the 
Zionist Federation might be lacking in 
religious conviction and that religious 
education might be striven for merely for 
reasons of “ pure expediency,’ he staicd, 
that had led some of them to oppose 
the entry of the Z.F. into the field of 
Jewish day schools. But he added that 
their movement, which formed part aad

parce! of the World Zionist 


could: not se the Z.F. in carrying 
out_ a decision of the Zionist Congress 
calling for the establishment ot day 
schools in the Diaspora, 

Mr. Bornstein disputed this assertion 
by pointing out that the Z.F. did not 
always carry out Congress decisions—the 
Federation had never done so in regard 
to the decision to establish 4 territorial 
union in this country. Although the 
Chief Rabbi had given his hechsher to 
the Zionist day schools—“ he now feels 
himself .uneasy about it” (he added)— 
he would warn the conference to be 
careful. Anglo-Jewry, he said, was strong 
enoug to build its own schools without 
the assistance of any political party. He 
regarded the subventions which the Z.P. 
was providing to various congregations 
for the opening of day schools as some- 
thing that “ destroys the very foundation 
of the kehilla.” 

Mr. J. Horovitz, who was one of the 
several youth representatives who partici- 

ated in_the debate, said that while the 
cnior Torah V'Avoda movement was 
very close to the Religious Zionist 
Federation i would first have to feel its 
way before they could decide on their 
affiliation to it. 

This brought a retort from Rabhi 
Kirshblum to the effect that if “ splinter 
groups” still remained in separate 
existence after the merger, “then _we 


have just been wasting a lot of time.” 
There was some excitement when Dr. 

A. Saltman, who was prompted by ihe 

abbi 


Chairman of the afternoon session. 


Dr. A. Carlebach (Belfast), to participate 
in the debate, told the conference that 
“religious Zionism ts a feeble body in 
a feeble community.” He deplored the 
fact that the leadership of the movement 
remained unchanged for years and said 
that their provincial organisations were 
either asleep or completely dead. Rabbi 
Carlebach described these statements as 
“™ scurrilous, exaggerated and hysterical.”’ 

The conference concluded on Monday, 
when Rabbi Kirshblum addressed deic- 
gaics, as well as ministers and representa- 
tives of synagogues, at a meeting in the 
Kedassia Restaurant under the chairman- 
ship of Rabbi Z. Plitnick. ~ 

Speaking on “The synagogue and 
Israel,” abbi Kirshblum made an 
appeal to every synagogue Jew. to beconice 
a Ziomst and to evefy synagogue to 
become @ national platform of Torah- 
true Zionism of which every rabbi and 
minister should be the natural leader. 
Zionism and the synagogue, he said, were 
rooted in one another. It was a strange 
dichotomy, when one section of Jewry. 
although devoted to the synagogue, had 
abandoned Isracil, while another had 
abandoned the synagogue while remaining 
devoted to Israel. le pomted to the 
great achievements of the © Mizrachi 
movement. which had remained triie to 
both the Torah and Zion, in the build- 
ing up of Israel. Had more religious Jews 
done their duty to the Holy Land. there 
would today not have been any religious 
problems in Israel.

PRELUDE TO FREEDOM. 


HABBAT Ha-Chodesh js the 
prelude to Passover’s great 
symphony of liberty. It sounds 
the first notes of Geulah; it 
prepares us mentally for the 
a Festival of the Exodus. 

e are bidden, as if were, to inquire 
anew into the nature and responsi- 
bilities of this thing called freedom, 
lest. in our preoccupation with cere- 
monials we misunderstand its 
ideals, lest familiarity with the oft- 
repeated Pesach ritual dulls our 
perception of its inner significance, 
lest in concentrating on its historic 
aspects we fail to realise its con- 
temporary challenge. 

What is the Jewish concept of free- 


? Pointedly our Parasha declares 


“ This month shall be unto you... . 
It is yours to make or mar. Liberty 
is not a ripe fruit that inevitably falls 
in due time into our waiting lap. It 
is not an extraneous gift, for which 
we have no need to strive. It posits 
Struggle ; it demands sacrifices. Every 
Passover has its Korban Pesach—its 
paschal offering. The price is heavy ; 
there is no home without the blood- 
sign on its doorposts and lintel. The 
rite is not just poetic symbolism; it 
represents the stark reality of history. 
Every freedom-loving people bears 
testimony to this truth: but the 
supreme witness is Isracl. The blood 
of our six million—nay, of our count- 
less millions—is part of the cost of 
our refusal to surrender, of our resolve 
to remain a free pedple. But our 
martyrdom was notin vain. Our very 
agony was the mainsprine and assur- 
ance of our survival. We stood by 
the graveside of all our persecu- 


RUT the Exodus was only the begin- 

ning of the process of liberation. 
By breaking the fetters of our enslave- 
ment, by deicating our oppressors, we 
operied the gateway to a freer and 
fuller life, we created the conditions 
requisite to the achievements of free- 
dom. The next step, the vital stage in 
the history of any mation, is the trans- 
lation of opportunity into fulfilment. 
All too often the “ Exodus” is mus- 
taken for the ‘conquest of the 
“ Promised Land.” The error invari- 
ably proves fatal; before long. the 
broken chains of a former servitude 
are replaced by the cruecller shackles 
of a new bondage. 

In its essence, freedom is a child of 
the spirit. &t is born of the inner 
victory of idealism over the -grosser 
instincts of human nature. ht demands 
self-conquest.’ Slaves may rule prin- 
cipalities, but only the dedicated, who 
are masters of ‘their own souls, are 
truly free. Often a ghetto-denizen 
was conscious of a spiritual impregna- 
bility that his tormentors could fot 
hope to attain or even understand. 

But this sacrifice on the altar of 
Jewish freedom was not the splendid 
offering of a single inspired moment. 
It necessitated prolonged and earnest 
preparation. It could not be eaten 
raw: it was the product of slowly 
maturing educational influences that 
kindled an ungquenchable flame of 
Jewish devotion. Some have termed 
our love of Torah the beatific vision 
of the Jew: our sages, with unerring 
insight, have called it the charter of 
our freedom. Both appraisements 
are truc; jt is the vision that keeps 
us free, 

Nor might the paschal offering be 
sodden. Adulterated Judaism, care-

fully watered down by self-betrayed 
cultural syncophants to the prevailing 
whims of their masters, has ever been 
short-lived. The melancholy path of 
these deluded, servile Jews is strewn 
with headstones bearing silent testi- 
mony to the tragic end of their 
ignominious treason. 


WE today are the descendants of 
those Jews who, in the best sense 
of the term, were uncompromising ; 
who neither bartered nor surrendered 
their precious heritage. Their sense 
of immediacy in striving for redemp- 
tion, their dynamic enthusiasm for 
every manifestation of the Jewish 
spirit, their heart-warming faith in 
Geulah in face the seemingly 
insurmountable obstacles and dangers 
confronting them, became the sacred 
reservoir whence flows the life-blood 
of our own generation and its 
creativity.

But 
only those who perceive all its 
liberating nuances, only those wha 
hear the overtones of its melody of 
redemption, will be able to celebrate 
Passover with the full awareness of 
its continuing challenge and unfailing 
benison.

Initiative Regained by 


Israel 


At the Ort Aid Group meeting 
held last week at 31 Barclay Court, 
(the home of Mr. and Mrs. Alexander), 
Mr. L. Savir, the Israeli Press Attache, 
speaking of the political effects of the 
Sinai Campaign, said the most signifi- 
cant of these was that Israel had re- 
gained the political initiative—no mean 
achievement for a small State, and in 
view of the pro-Arab policies of many 
powers, 

The recognition had spread that Isracl, 
far from committing aggression, had con- 
ducted a carefully limited defensive cam- 
paign in an existing war. Israel's action 
had brought Nasser’s war into the open 
as an issue of international law and con- 
duct. Israel, by withdrawing. had acted 
with full regard to her imicrnational 
responsibilities and at hazard to her 
security such as few Stsies had ever 
voluntarily incurred 

The public in many countries was now 
thinking in terms of restoring those 
fundamental rights to Isracl which had 
hitherto been denied her Isracl had 
Gone the world a service since she 
had provided a timely test case for inter- 
national morality. More people than 
ever before were now aware of the danger 
to the world community if the United 
Nations failed to apply a sinele standard 
in dealing with its member States.

REOPENING THE 
SUEZ CANAL 


Freedom of Passage 
Sought 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


When Commander ALLAN Noste, 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs, 
made a statement in the Commons on 
Monday on the reopening of the Sucz 
Canel to shipping, Mr. EMANUEL 
SHINWELL (Lab., Easington) asked if 
that included Israch shipping. 

“If not, what is the Government 
going to do about it ?"’ he asked. 

Commander Noble replied that the 
Secretary-General of the United Nations 
was discussing these matiers in Cairo 
and he thought the House should await 
his report. 

“] think the communiqué from Ber- 
muda made the Government's position 
quite clear.” Commander Noble added. 

Mr. H. R. Gower (Con., Barry) asked 
the Minister to make it clear that the 
Government attached great importance 
to the principle that the Canal should 
be open to the free ‘navigation of ships 
of all countries, including Israc!. 

Commander Noble said that that was 
emphasised in the six principles of the 
United Nations resolution. 

Mr. Shinwell: “ Why docs the Minis- 
ter reiterate the importance of the six 
principles and nevertheless say that these 
matters are still under considcrahon ” 
Why is the Government so shaky and 
cagy about these matters 7” 

Commander Noble: “ Because they 
are still under consideration.” 


PLIGHT OF JEWS IN EGYPT 


Mr. Arteur Henperson (Lab., Rowley 
Regis and Tipton) suggesied in Parlia- 
ment on Monday that the British repre- 
sentative at the United Nations should 
propose that the Secretary-General, 
during his visit to the Middle East, should 
urge President Nasser to cease the mass 
expulsions of Jews from 
territory. 

Commander ALtan Nose, Minister of 
Siate for Foreign Afflairs,. rejected this 
suggestion, saying that Mr. Hammar- 
skjoeld’s visit to the Middle East was 
already taking place and was mainly con- 
cerned with the questions of the Sucz 
Canal and Agaba 

“But IT am sure that he has in mind 
those principles of the United Nations 
and of the Declaration of Human Rights 
that have heen so sadly ignored by 
Egypt.” he added.

FOR SURVIVAL 


- By RALPH STERN* 


HE problem that confronts 
youth today is how to live a 
consistent Jewish life in 

present-day Britain. On the answer 
we give depends whether Anglo- 
Jewry will survive. 

What is a consistent Jewish life ? It 
surely must be a life prompted and 
punctuated by a love of traditional 
observance, knowledge of laws and 
customs, and. based on the funda- 
mental conception of right and wrong 
aS laid down in Torah. It is also a 
life enhanced by being. a citizen of 
this country, enjoying our civil rights 
and fulfilling our civic duties. Here 
we have the difference between the 
way of fife of previous generations, 
who were forced to live in ghettoes, 
and our life today, 


Eternal Values 


The essential values of Judaism 
have always been the same and are 
unchangeable, but the form of our 
ritual and prayer which has meaning 
lor us today is not the same as that 
ol the Jew of the Temple or the Jew 
ol fifteenth-century Spain or eight- 
centh-century Poland. Each of these 
developed the tradition handed down 
to him, and by his individual contribu- 
tion made Judaism alive in his own 
age. Such a development is also 
needed in our age, as Many young men 
and women today cannot understand 
the traditional forms, which have not 
been satisfactorily explained to them. 
They, therefore, believe that Judaism 
has nothing to offer them and are lost 
lo the community. 

Recognising the existence of his 
problem, the Youth Association of 
Synagogues. in Great Britain has in 
the past few years studied it and has 


tned to find ways of arousing a 
deeper understanding and love of 
Judaism in its..members. Several 


activities of the groups of the Asso- 
have helped.in. this direction. 
First, the Oneg Shabbat, when. the 
meets-in a member's home on 
a Friday evening, together as a family. 
The lights are kindled, kiddush és sung, 
and all take part in a short service.

Jewish Stories are read, zenmwrot and 
Israel; songs sung, and those present 
experience the ~ Shabbat — spirit.” 
Those who are not fortunate enough 
to experience this at home have some- 
times even influenced their parents or 
have been enabled to celebrate 
Shabbat in their own home when they 
get married. 

Perhaps the greatest influence, how- 
ever, is the week-end schools, when 
the individual groups or the Associa- 
tion as a whole live together in a 
house or conference centre in the 
country. it here that an intense 
communal Jewish life is practised. 
Of their own free choice the groups 
pray together. To hear a hundred 
young people simging grace after 
meals together with real sincerity 1s 
a moving experience, which leaves a 
jasting impression. It is im this atmo- 
sphere that Jewish subjects are studied, 
and the whole group begin to realise 
what is meant by living a Jewish lic. 
Members then become interested of 
their own accord in the work of their 
synagogue, for all groups of the Asso- 
ciation are attached to synagogues, 
though run by their own members. 

Several groups have conducted ser- 
vices in the synagogue, and this has 
proved to be a vital link between. the 
Youth Group aod the adult congrega- 
tion. It has fed also to an interest 
in. social service, both within the 
Jewish community and further afield. 


Full Jewish Life 


It is through being active members 
of this movement that my wife and 
! have learned to set up a Jewish 
home. and have been enabled to live 
full Jewish lives, while taking part in 
the wider community in which we 
work and live. We enjoy our kiddush 
on Friday evenings and Havdala. on 
Saturday evenings, we enjoy singing 
grace after our meals, we enjoy pray- 
ing on Sabbath mornings at our local 
Reform Synagogue, taking part in a 
service both traditienal in form and 
modern im outlook, and we enjos 


learning. our language, history, and 


traditions. 

I have tried to indicate how a start 
has been made by one section of the 
community to tackle the problem 
which faces the whole of our people, 
and which we can only face satisfac- 
torily together, . Co-operation of the 


whole community is not only desirable 


but essential to our survival.

Before 1953, all Isracl's

by either the letterpress (typographi- 
cal) method, as 
was the case 
with the first 
issue of 1948, of 
photolithography. 
However, about 
1952 the Govern- 
ment of. Israel 
decided to 
inaugurate 
experiments with 
the photogravure 
method. which is 
used extensively 
in a number of other countries, 
especially Great Britain and Switzer- 
land. | 

There were no photogravure technicians 
at all in Israel, so a request was Sent 
to the United Nations Technical Assts- 
tance Administration, asking them to 
provide a photogravure expert capable 
of training men in the operation of a 
photogravure press, which had been 
ordered from England. The experi 
supplied was Mr. Otto M, Lilien, who 
acted as adviser to the Government 
Printer. | 

Mr. Lilien arrived in Israel early in 
1953. and, after numerous experménts 
had been carried out with the press, work 
was begun on a siamp to commemorate 
the Seventh International Congress for 
the History of Science, due to be hel 
in August. A design showing a portrait 
of Rabbi Moshe ben Maimon was decided 
upon, and essays were invited from two 
firms: Shamir Brothers and Magsrs. 
Wind-Strutzki, of which the second was 
finally accepted. In writing about the 
early photogravure trials in a fascimating 
article in the March issue of the HoLy 
LAND AND East. PHILATELIC 
MaGazine, Mr. Lilien states that the 
Shamir design would have been very 
suitable for a stamp produced by recess 
printing, but was not appropriate for 
photogravure, which demands a type of 
design all its own. 

The essay by Wind-Strutzki was for a 
stamp of 220 prutot with the correspond- 
ing inscription on the tab, but it was 
decided to issue the stamp in a 110-pruta

also is that there should be a general 
peace settlement in the Near East ensur- 
ing Israel's security and detinitively 
eliminating the dangers of war.” 

Emphasising Israel's “ right to aid from 
all free men" in the economic as well as 
the political sphere, M. Mollet s message 
concluded: “ The difficulties which Isracl 
has to surmount would be overwhelming 
for a less courageous and less resolute 
people. Isracl must be able to count on 
the ever-growing support .of world 
opinion. Israel alrcady knows she can 
count on aid from France in the struggic 
to achieve respect for law and to maimiain 
peace.” 

“The eternal gratitude of the Jewish 
people and of Isracl for France, 
expressed by Dr. Nahum Goldmann, 
President of the World Zionist Organisa- 
tion. was echoed by Mr. Levi Eshkol, 
the Isracli Minister of Finance, Mr. E. 
Dobkin. World President of Keren 
Havesod, and other speakers. 

While Franco-fsracl amity constituted 
the background to the conference, its 
leitmotiv was the need to mobilise re- 
sources for non-stop mass immigration to 
Isracl as “the supreme guarantee of the 
security of the Jewish State, its survival, 
and development.” 

Mr. Eshkol, appealing for world 
Jewry’s assistance, said: “ The people of 
Isracl are already bearing a burden that 
cannot be increased. I must confess— 
and this is something IT would not dare 
say in Istael—I cannot sce how | can 
raise taxes any higher, although that is 
what | 4m going to do.” Declaring that 
“we are not building a refugee camp, but 
building a nation,” Mr, Eshkol went on: 
“ The task of our generation is to create 
a healthy nation of 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 
people standing strong and firm on is 
own feet.’ 


100,000 Immigrants in 1957 


Dr. Goldmann spoke of the historical 
significance of the fact that the majority 
of the 100.000 immigrants expected in 
Israel this year would come from Euro- 
pean countries whence, until lately, there 
seemed to be no hope at all of ever bring- 
ing the Jews owt to Israel. .“ This is 
just the beginning,” he said. “ Reverses, 
unforeseen difficultics, may yet arise, but 
if | am not mistaken, this new wave of 
immigration is the token of an wnstop- 
pable historic process whose importance 
it would be impossible to exagecrate. Ik 
seems that more and more the régimes 
of the countries concerned are beginning 
to understand that they have not suc- 
ceeded in solving the Jewish problem and 
that the only solution is to let their Jews 
zo to Israel, there to build a new life.” 

Mr. Dobkin defined Israel's primary 
objective as “bringwe@ the population 
up to 3,000,000 within the next five years, 
if not before.” 

After the ceremonial proceedings on 
Saturfay maht the conference got down 
to business on Sunday and heard a report 
by Mr. Dobkin. Since the establishment 
of the State of Israel. he said. world 
Jewry had contributed more than a 
billion dollars towards her development 
Splendid as that effort was, it was far 
from adequaic to mect the needs. On 
account of the rising ude of immigration 
the Jewish Agency Executive had just 
had to increase its budget 

Where, he asked, was this money to 
come from? United Siates Jewry had 
been asked to make an -all-out effort to 
raise $100,000,000. Whether it would do 
so was problematic A more modesi 
contribution of $18,000,000 was expected 
from the rest of world Jewry. 

A lively clash occurred when Mr. 
Dobkin took the leaders of British Jewry 
to task for their alleged failure to “ pene- 
trate into even half of the Jewish homes 
from which contributions — may 
expected.” He also complained that 
eflorts 4nd money were beine wasied in 
a plurality of fund-raising campaigns. 


“Not All Funds Remitted ” 


Mr. A. Richtiger, on behalf of the 
strong British delegation, replied by 
poiming out that out of 90,000 Jewish 
homes in Britain, 60,000 were contribu- 
tors to Israch, funds; the remainder were 
difhcuk to g¢t at because of Jewish dis- 
panes. especially in a large city like 
ondon. Virtually all well-to-do Jewish 
families—10,000 could be thus described. 
the other 80,000 were of only modest 
means—-were subscribers. And the 
totality of British Jewry. including even 
the poorest, gave something to the special 
Eve of Yom Kippur collections for Israel 

Mr. Richtiger reporied that the effort 
to enlist the support of Jewish trade 
unionists, some of whom had until 
recently been uader COimmunist sway. 
was proving highly successful. “ The 
shilling or two which the .workers set 
aside for Israel out of their weekly wage 
packets and which is all they can afford, 
1s aS precious to us as the cheques for 
£10,000 and more which we receive from 
wealthy and generous men,” he declared. 

He admiited that not all the funds 
raised in Britain were remitted to Israel. 
A portion was kept back for the esiab- 
lishment and running of Jewish day 
schools; but that, he argued, was a worth- 
while investment, for without Jewish 
education io counteract the marked drift 
from Judaism among the young, the new 
gencration would become totally 
assimilated. 

The: conference heard a ccnfidential 
repert by Mr. Levi Eshkol. who, it is 
understood, reviewed the political as well 
as the financial situation of Israel. {t is 
learned that he stated that the Israeli 
Government had decided to fight if 
Egym should attempt to reimpose the 
Aqaba blockade. 

up the conference, Dr. Gold- 
mann spoke of the necessity to eliminate 
the “ barrier of misunderstanding ” which 
reareenny divided the Diaspora and 
sracl, 

Receptions in honour of the confer- 
ence delegates were given by Mr. J. Tsur, 
the Israeli Ambassador; and, in the 
sumptuous Hotel de Ville, by M. Pierre 
Ruais, President (Lord Mayor) of the 
Paris Municipal Council. 

Tuesday, M, René Coty, President 
of the French Republic, received 4 
deputation of Keren Hayesod leaders.

THE FLIGHT 
935 Refugees

ATHENS 

A further 935 Jewish refugees from 
Egypt arrived here last week in the 
Egyptian liner Mecca. They are to 
leave for Israel soon. 

The refugees brought with 
Torah of the main synagogue in Cairo, 
the first occasion that these Scrolls have 
ever been taken out of Egypt. 

Mr. Zachariah Schuster, European 
Director of the American Jewish Com 
mittee. arrived at Athens from Paris to 
meet the refugees and to discuss the 
situation of the Jews still remamimng in 


Egypt. The Commiutice is to seek inter- 
national action through the United 
Nations and other organisations to 


alleviate the plight of Jews in Egypt and 
those who have been expelled Dy the 
Nasser authorities. 

The refugees, many of them elderly 
and ailing, were a distressing sight as 
they disembarked from the ship. _ Their 
faces were lined and care-worn, reflecti 
the suffering they had endured a 
anxiety about their uncertain future, 

Cameramen were fot allowed to take 
photographs of the newcomers. Accord- 
ing to harbour officials, the ban was 

rompted by a request from the Egyptian 
alleging that such photographs 
were being used for anti-Egyptian pro- 

anda. 
mith ihe arrival of the 935 passengers 
in the Mecea the total number of Jewish 
refugees who have arrived bere from 
Fevpt is now 17,000. About a third of 
that country’s Jewish population. 

The refugees, after disembarking from 
the Mecca, were placed in the care of 
the International Committee for Euro- 
pean Migration, the Jewish Agency, and 
40 volunteer aid groups of the local 
Athens Jewish community. 

Mr Shuster stated here this week that 
“the newcomers fully confirm the con- 
tinuation of the calculated anti-Jewish 
campaien of the Egyptien Government, 
whose purpose is to drive the Jews out 
of Egypt in order that Nasser and a hand- 
ful of his henchmen can take over Jewish 
homes, property, and businesses for their 
privaic Bain. 

“The exodus of Jews from Egypt 
chows no sien of abating.” he went on. 
“ Present estimates are that the number 
of Jews leaving Egypt will be weil over 
30.000, and this figure has to be constantly 
revised in an upward direction. The 
latest group of newcomers assert that it 
is becoming increasingly impossible for 
any Jew to remain in Egypt: and, indeed, 
that all non-Moslems and forcigners feel 
themselves under continuous and increas- 
ing pressure to get out of the country.” 

Stories heard by Mr. Shuster from the 
refugees illustrate the methods being used 
by the Nasser Government to impoverish 
Jews in order to compel them to leave.

The paper states that an average 
number of 2,000 Stateless Jews are 
leaving the country twice monthly in 
Egyptian and Greek ships. 

Before the Isracli offensive in Sinai, the 
Jewish population of Alexandria was 
about 15,000. Most membets of the local 
communal board have teft for Europe, 
but the President. Mr. Edwin Goar. who 
is a British citizen, has been granted a 
temporary permit to direct the affairs of 
the community until June. 

Mr. Goar, who is aged 78, was a well- 
to-do cotton broker and exporter.

AFTER BERMUDA 


UNDOUBTEDLY the most impor. 
tant result of Mr. Macmillans 
meeting with President Eisen 
at Bermuda has been the repair 
which he has effected to the struc- 
ture of Angio-Amertcan [tricndship. 
which is $0 Vital for the peace ol! 
the world. A considcrable amount 
of attention was paid during the 
conference to Middle Eastern prob- 
lems, of which three were men- 
honed in the statement issued at 
the conclusion of the talks. The 
United States has agreed to partici- 
actively m the work of the 
mulitary commuttee of the Baghdad 
Pact. Agreement was reached on 
the need for the speedy impiementa- 
bon of recent United Nations 
resolutions dealing with the Gaza 
Sinp and the Gulf of Agaba 
Agreement was also reached on the 
importance of comphance by Egypt 
with the Secunty Council resolution 
of October 13 concerning the Suez 
Canal. These declarations seem to 
indicate that on three major 
prablems connected with the 
Middie East there is noOW a close 
Wentity of views between Greal 
Britain and the United States 
Ihere has recently been such 
a wide gull between the British and 
Amerkan approach to Middle 
tastern probiems thal ought well

On balance, one nught have 


expected the Israch reaction to be 
cautiously favourable. is true 
that ‘the israch Government (ike 
the French) has alwavs been critical 
of the Baghdad Pact, but the reason 
has been principally because of the 
knowledge that this Agreement 
involves the arming of Isracl’s 
enemies, especially frag, coupled 
with the danger that the arms may 
be used against her and not to ward 
off the threat from Russia. On 
the other hand, if, as we have 
argued before, Israel 1s as miterested 
as the Western Powers m keeping 
Communism out of the Middle 
East, she need not look with dis- 
favour on a step which strengthens 
the Eisenhower Doctrine and brings 
America, as well as Great Britam, 
into a position of greater influence 
in the Middle Bast. Isracl may be 
justifiably frightened by the thought 
that the Baghdad Pact countries 
could misuse their strength to her 
disadvantage, and, since fear is the 
greatest bugbear m the Middie East, 
Britain and America would be wise 
if they could attach to their 
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assurance that material supplied 
to its members will not be used for 


any eur other than, for 
—— ¢, the implementation of the 
Eisenhower Doctrine. 


The statement in the Bermuda 
Declaration regarding the Gaza 
Strip and the Gulf of Aqaba would 
seem to indicate—now that all 
Israeli troops have been withdrawn 
from these areas—that the parties 
concerned must stand by the Armis- 
tice agreements. ‘Despite some 
rather impetuous statements regard- 
ing these agreements by Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, this should not be unsatis- 
factory to Israel provided the Arab 
States are also obliged to conform 
with their provisions, which, of 
course, implies dropping their 
claim to belligerency. The critical 
question in. this context is the 
problem of freedom of navigation 
in the Guif of Aqaba. here. is 
some talk, in which Mr. Dulles nas 
wined, of referring this matter to 
the International Court or to the 
Security Council.

Continued from previous column 
ship. This would be in accordance 
with the tradition of the country, the 
ideals of the shareholders, and with 
the current trend in all passenger 
vessels with the exception of the 
North Atlantic routes and . vessels 
opcrated by those countries where 
there is a large gap between the rich 
and the poor sections of the popula- 
tion. The principle is that you pur- 
chase your accommodation as you do 
in an hotel. The guests share the 
public rooms, and any extra cost is 
spent on vour private accommodation.

Piease write for 
details of our unique range of cigarettes and individually inscribed 


boxes to SOBRANIE LTD., 136, CITY ROAD, LONDON, 


HERZL, THE MAN 
By JOSEPH FINKLESTONE 


HEN Dr. Theodor Herzl, 

after whom the new Zim 

ship is named, founded 
the modern Zionist world organisa- 
tion he inaugurated a new era not 
only in the history of the Jewish 
people but of humanity as a whole. 
No prophecy in modern times has 
been so amply and wonderfully ful- 
filled than that contained in his 
Diary of September 3, 1897, in con- 
nection with fhe first Zionist Con- 
gress held at Basle. 

“At Basle,” he wrote, “! 
founded the Jewish State. If 1 were 
to say this today I would be met 
with universal laughter. In five 
years, perhaps, and certainly in 
fifty, everyone will see it. The 
State is already founded in essence, 
in the will of the people for the 
State.” 


Inspired Leadership 


Herz} is, of course, not the founder 
of Zionism. But he is the true founder 
of modern political Zionism. By estab- 
lishing a political Zionist movement, 
by calling Zionist Congresses, by his 
wonderfully inspired leadership which 
stirred the imagination of the Jewish 
masses. and by his tremendous labours 
to further the cause of Zionism. Herz], 
as claimed, is the real father of the 
State of Israel. 

Considering the obstacles and bitter 
disappointments which Herzl en- 
countered during his short but 
phenomenal career as the leader of 
Zionism, it is remarkable that he was 
not diverted from his self-imposed 
labours. But from the beginning he 
was welcomed by far-sighted Jews on 
the Continent and in England. It was 
in England that he found some of his 
staunchest friends and supporters 

His frequent visits to London, his

negotiations with British statesmen, 
and his appearance before the Reyal 
Commission on Aliens made him a 
well-known figure in England. It was 
at the Zionist Congress of 1900, held 
in London and presided over by Herz], 
that the Jewish National Fund was 
founded. Herzl's admiration for. and 
belief in, England ts shown by his 
remarks made at this . Congress. 
“England, great England, 
loving England, overlooking all the 
seas, will understand our movement. 
From here the idea of Zionism will 
soar higher and farther. We may be 
convinced of this.” 

It is possible that the tremendous 
impact made by the personality and 
writings of Herzl was partly due to 
the fact that before writing his “ Juden- 
staat ’ he was not involved in Jewish 
communal life. A journalist and play- 
wright, he was the correspondent in 
Paris. of the. Viennese newspaper, 
Neve Freie Presse. His “ Juden- 
Staat™ was the result of the intense 
mental anguish caused him by the 
Dreyfus Case. 


First Exposition in “ J.C.” 


THe Jewish CHRONICLE had the 
imperishable honour of providing for 
the world the first exposition, in any 
language, of Dr. Herzl’s ideas of 
political Zionism—by Herzl himself. 


This was the more remarkable since 


the’ then Editor of THe 
CHRONICLE, Asher Myers, was opposed 
to Herzli’s ideas. Nevertheless, Myers 
asked Herzl, when they met in 
London, to explain his views in the 
paper. On January 17, 1896, there 
appeared in THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


an article by Herzl, occupying over 


a page and a half, entitled “A 


Solution of the Jewish Question.” This. 


was four weeks before the publication 
in German of the “ Judenstaat.” 

In his introductory paragraph Herz] 
wrote ; “1 have been asked to lay my 
scheme in a few words before the 
readers of THE JewrsH CHRONKLE. ...

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“TRAINING ISRAEL’S SAILORS 


By MAIER ASHER 


(The JewtsH CHRONICLE Correspondent in Haifa) 


N a spacious three-dunam 
lawn dotted with old trees, 
just outside the walls of 

historic Acre fortress, stands the 
new campus of the Israel Nautical 
College—an institute on which the 
-owing merchant marine of Israel 
jepends for its officers. New and 
attractive buildings already replace 
the three old ones dating from the 
time of the Turkish Railway 
Administration, and the nucleus of 
the future Israel Naval Academy 
ig gradually taking shape. 

A spirit of naval discipline s 
‘a the air behind the iron gates of 
the campus, and an. inspection of 
classrooms, dormitories, and work- 
shops proves that all ts run ship- 
shape and Bristo! fashion. 

i ntil 1954 Israel's Nautical College 
was situated in Haifa and was a 
branch of the Techmon run by Com- 
sander S. Miller, who came from 
Scotland to train the few youths who 
had decided to become sailors. Small 
as it was, the Haifa school was invalu- 
able in 1948, when tt gave the nascent 
Isracli Navy its first officers, But soon 
it became evident that the school could 
not cope with the requirements of the 
expanding navy and merchant marine. 

in 1951 a commission, appointed by 
the Prime Minister, Mr. Ben-Gurion, 
came to the conclusion that an entire! 
new school with an independent currt- 
culum was indispensable if the Israeli 
Navy and merchant marine were to 
have their officers properly trained and 

| sufficient numbers. 

” The schoo] was moved to Acre, and 
with the change of its name to the 
Israel Nautical College it also changed 
‘ts substance. It developed a five- 
vear-course for cadets who had pre- 
viously obtained a secondary school 
certificate. It opened two new depart- 
ments—-one for navigation and one for 
engineering. The cadets graduate at 
the end of the fifth year with the rank 
of Third Officer, and are free to choose 
hetween the navy and the merchant 
marime. 


Practical Experience 


Upon graduation every cadet has to 
spend eighteen months of sea-time as a 
lhird Officer, upon completion of 
which he returns to the college for a 
fresh preparatory course enabling him 
sil for examimations for the rank 
of Second Officer. Successful candi- 
dates again join their ships for another 
two years of sea-time, and once more 
return to college for further refresher 
courses and advanced study and more 
examinations, unti! gmdually they 
reach the rank of Chief Mates, and 
later Captains or Chief Engineers. 
fhe college is thus able to turn out 
othcers of highest rank. 

Ihe initial difficulties in the develop- 
ment of the college were not only lack 
of space but also lack of teaching 
staff. To head its engineering depart- 
ment the college had to apply to an 
Italian naval architect and marine 
engineer (Dr. Adolf Feingolt, of 


Genoa). For its navigational depart- 
ment a graduate of the Haifa Nautical 
School was sent to the University of 
Southampton School of Navigation, 
where he graduated as Extra-Master. 
This graduate—Emanuael Klemperer 
seconded by Captain Allan 
Seymour, an Extra-Master of 
Southampton University School of 
Navigation, who lays special stress on 
training for the merchant marine. 
Other teachers for general and 
specialised subjects were found in 
Israel among ex-officers of the navy 
and merchant marine, all trained in the 
British seafaring tradition during their 
service with the Royal Navy. This 
gives the curriculum and the training 
a typically British character. Today 
the college has 21 teachers and instruc- 
tors, headed by the Principal, Captain 
Enrico Levy, a graduate of the Leg- 
horn Naval Academy and also a 
member of the London Institute of 
Navigation at the Royal Geographical 
Society. He came to Isracl after ply- 
ing the Atlantic as First Mate of a 
British tanker during the Second 
World War. He was the captain of a 
number of Italian, British, and Israeli 
ships before joining the Haifa Nautical 
Scheol. 


Bright Prospects 


The Israel Nautical College today 
has just over one hundred and seventy 
cadets, but ifs immediate aim is to 


reach’ the number of three hundred. 


The prospects for this are bright, 
as Israci's young generation is 
minded and the number of candi- 
dates is large; but selection is very 
strict. Last year, of 180 candidates, 
only 72 were admitted. They come 
from all parts of Israel and belong to 
different backgrounds. The Haifa-ites 
and locally born sabras are the most 
numerous. There are new immigrant 
cadets who arrived in the country only 
in 1955. 

Compared with students of other 
schools, the Nautical College cadets 
are a selected lot, both mentally and 
physically. Their day of study begins 
at 6 a.m. and ends at 10 pm. The 
directors of the college are aware of 
the almost excessive pressure of 
studies, and know that only the most 
gifted can reach graduation. But here 
again the general policy of preference 
given to quality in place of quantity is 
applied. This policy ts imposed by the 
fact that Israc!] has no seafaring tradi- 
tion, and besides has to overcome 
difficulties not encountered in other 
countries. It has to amalgamate and 
unify the outlook and training of 
students coming from different back- 
grounds, to mould them to work 
together and acquire the necessary 
esprit de corps to handle the new ships 
of the merchant marine. 

The school year begins at Rosh 
Hashana and ends in July, when first- 
year cadets are given their basic milr 
tary training while the older students 
take to the ships for practice. The; 
have to be at sea for at least a month 
during summer vacations. Fourth- 
year cadets aré given the real’ test 
They are put in charge of a ship with- 
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out a crew of regular sailors (with the 
exception of a radio telegraphist), and 
under the command of their instruc- 
tors, who take over as captain, mates, 
etc., they sail on a regular commercial 
trip lasting at least 45 days, perform- 
ing all the tasks of a regular crew. 
In 1956 the Nautical College feurth- 
year cadets took over the Zim freighter 
Nachshon on a regular commercial 
run to Yugoslavia and Italy. They 
manceuvred the ship aS expert sailors, 
putting in a ten-hour working day for 
a month and a half, checking in 
practice what they had learned in 
theory. This “exclusively cadet” 
cruise, which, as far as is known, is 
unique in the world, drew the attention 
of the Yugoslav and Italian maritime 
authorities, who commended it. The 
enthusiasm of the Yugoslav and Italian 
Jewish communities over the per- 
formance of the cadets was also con- 
siderable. This year, the “ all-cadet ” 
cruise is expected to venture as far as 
the Atlantic and Northern Europe. 

The Israel Nautical College depends 
for its finances on four institutions — 
the Ministries of Education, Transport, 
and Defence. and the Israel Maritime 
League. Each of these is represented 
on the College board of trustees, which 
works under the chairmanship of 
General Ya’acov Dori. These factors 
determine the gencral policy of the 
College, and, although the defence 
needs of the country have always 
claimed first place, in this particular 
case special stress was laid on 
efficient and speedy training of officers 
for the merchant marine. 

The extent to which the Government 
is interested in the training of mer- 
chant marine officers is shown by the 
fact that the parents of cadets are 
required to pay only one-third of the 
actual expenses for training and educa- 
tion in the College. In addition, the 
school has an independent bursarics 
fund provided by the shipping 
companies. 


Towards Academy Status 


The present Israel Nautical College 
is inevitably heading towards the status 
of a fully fledged Nautical Academy. 
With the acquisition of more and 
newer ships by the merchant marine 
and with the development of more 
specialised techniques of seafaring, the 
need for better trained officers with a 
higher degree of competence is 
evident, The transformation of the 
College into an institution of higher 
learning, however, will have to come 
step by step, as the requirements of the 
merchant marine impose it. But even 
today the first steps are already made. 
Along the 300-yard seashore of the 
campus have already risen a Set of 
new workshops, a large new classroom 


and laboratory building with a mock- | 


bridge for training purposes on top. 
new dormitory buildings, a library, 
sports grounds, and instructors’ hous- 
ing. Work is in progress on more dor- 
mutories, a new dining-hall, a sick-bay, 
a gymnasium, administration buildin gs, 
and a jetty. Funds for these buildings 
have already been secured from the 
Government, 

The site of Acre was chosen as most 
appropriate for such an institution 
It has a quiet bay, is outside the noisy 
Haifa port area, and has a large 
campus which crowded Haifa is unable 
to offer. Besides, historically Acre is 
one of the most ancient ports 
prominent in the history of Jewish sea- 
faring. Tradition has it that the last 
battle between the Roman and Israclite 
navies took place off Acre. In 1948 
the formidable fortress, which resisted 
Napoleon, fell to the Israeli troops 
who landed from the sea. 


Constant Pressure 


‘The growth’of the merchant marine 
by leaps and bounds has placed the 
College under constant pressure. The 
tonnage of merchant shipping is now 
approaching 150,000, with more than 
30 ships. By 1965 Israel will have 
about half-a-million tons of shipping 
with about a hundred ships. These will 
require an addition of over 2.000 new 
seamen to the present force of 1.500. 
A third of the new seamen must be 
officers. The College will have to 
provide them; but having decided to 
stick to the principle of “ quality first,” 
it is feared that all requirements may 
not be met in time. 

The College contribution to the mer- 
chant marine of Israel is already not 
negligible. Of the 500 officers serving 
aboard merchant vessels about 200 
have been trained at the Haifa Nauti- 
cal School. The first officers from the 
Acre campus will board their ships late 
in 1957, 

A number of cadets are already 
second-generation sailors, their fathers 
having served or being still in service 
with the merchant marine or navy.

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HERZL, THE MAN 
By JOSEPH FINKLESTONE 


HEN Dr. Theodor Herzl, 
after whom the new Zim 
ship is named, founded 
the modern Zionist world organisa- 
tion he inaugurated a new era not 


only in the history of the Jewish 


people but of humanity as a whole. 
No prophecy in modern times has 
been so amply and wonderfully ful- 
filled than that contained in his 
Diary of September 3, 1897, in con- 
nection with fhe first Zionist Con- 
gress held at Basle. 

“At Basle,” he wrote, “I 
founded the Jewish State. If 1 were 
to say this today I would be met 
with universal laughter. _ In five 
years, perhaps, and certainly in 
fifty, everyone will see it. The 
State is already founded in essence, 
in the will of the people for the 
State.” 


Inspired Leadership 


Herzl is. of course, not the founder 
of Zionism. But he is the true founder 
of modern political Zionism. By estab- 
lishing a political Zionist Movement, 
by calling Zionist Congresses, by his 
wonderfully inspired leadership which 
stirred the imagination of the Jewish 
masses. and by his tremendous labours 
to further the cause of Zionism, Herzl, 
as claimed. is the real father of the 
State of Israel. 

Considering the obstacies and bitter 
disappointments which Herz! en- 
countered during his short but 
phenomenal career as the leader of 
Zionism, it is remarkable that he was 


not diverted from. his self-imposed 
labours. But from the beginning he 
was welcomed by far-sighted Jews on 
the Continent and in England. It was 
in England that he found some of his 
staunchest friends and supporters 

His frequent -visits to London,

negotiations with British statesmen, 
and his appearance before the Royal 
Commission on Athens made him a 
well-known figure in England. It was 
at the Zionist Congress of 1900, held 
in London and presided over by Herz}, 
that the Jewish National Fund was 
founded. Herzl's admiration for. and 
belief in, England ts shown by his 
remarks made at this Congress. 
“England, great England, freedom- 
loving England, overlooking all the 
seas, will understand our movement. 
From here the idea of Zionism will 
soar higher and farther. We may be 
convinced of this.” 

It is possible that the tremendous 
impact Made by the personality and 
writings: of Herz! was partly due to 
the fact that before writing his “ Juden- 
staat he involved in Jewish 
communal life. A journalist and play- 
wright, he was the correspondent in 
Paris of the Viennese newspaper, 
Neve Freie Prarsst. His “ Juden- 
staat” was the result of the intense 
mental anguish caused him by the 
Dreyfus Case. 


First Exposition in “ J.C.” 


THe Jewtsh CHRomicte had the 
imperishable honour of providing for 
the world the first exposition, in any 
language, of Dr. Herzi's ideas of 
political Zionism—by Herzl himself. 
This was the more remarkable since 
the then Editor of THe Jewisn 


- CHRONICLE, Asher Myers, was opposed 


to Herzi's ideas. Nevertheless, Myers 
asked Herzl. when they met in 
London, to explain his views in the 
paper. On January 17, 1896, there 
appeared in THe JEWISH CHRONICLE 
an article by Herzl, occupying over 
a page and a half, entitled “A 
Solution of the Jewish Question.” This 
was four weeks before the publication 
in German of the “ Judenstaat.” 

In his introductory paragraph Herz] 
wrote : “I have been asked to lay my 
scheme in a few words before the 
readers of THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 
My first and incomplete exposition 
will probably be scoffed at by Jews.

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TRAINING ISRAEL’S SAILORS

N a spacious three-dunam 


iawn dotted with old trees, 
just outside the walls of 

historic Acre fortress, stands oe 
new campus of the Israel Naut 
College —an institute on which the 
owing merchant marine of Israel 
depends for its officers. New and 
attractive buildings already replace 
the three old ones dating from the 
ime of the Turkish Railway 
Administration, and the nucleus of 
the future fsrael Naval Academy 
is gradually taking shape. 

A spirit of naval discip ine 15 
‘a the air behind the iron gates of 
the campus, and an inspection of 
-jassrooms, dormitories, and work- 
shops proves that ali is run ship- 
shape and Bristol fashion. 

tintil 1954 Israel's Nautical College 
aas situated in Haifa and was a 
branch of the Techaton run by Com- 
mander S. Miller, who came from 
Scotland to tram the few youths who 
had decided to become sailors. Small 
ve it was, the Haifa school was invalu- 
able in 1948, when i gave the nascent 
Isracli Navy its first officers, But soon 
it became evident that the school could 
not cope with the requirements of the 
expanding navy and merchant marine. 

in 1951 a commission, appointed by 
‘he Prime Minister, Mr, Ben-Gurion, 
came to the conclusion that an entirely 
new school with an independent curri- 
culum was indispensable if the Isracli 
Navy and merchant marine were {o 
have their trained and 
in sufficient numbers. 
2% The school was moved to Acre, and 
with the change of its name to the 
Israel Nautical College it also changed 
‘ts substance. It developed a five- 
vear-course for cadets who had pre- 
viously obtained a. secondary school 
certificate. It opened two new depart- 
ments—one for navigation and one for 
engineering. The cadets graduate at 
the end of the fifth year with the rank 
of Third Officer. and are free to choose 
between the navy and the merchant 
marine. 


Practical Experience 


Upon graduation every cadet has to 
spend eighteen months of sea-time as a 
third Officer, upon completion of 
which he returns to the collége for a 
fresh preparatory course enabling him 
‘o sit for examinations for the rank 
of Second Officer. Successful candi- 
dates again join their ships for another 
two years of sea-time, and once more 
return to college for further refresher 
courses and advanced study and more 
eXaminations, unti! gmdually they 
reach the rank of Chief Mates, and 
later Captains or Chief Engineers. 
fhe college is thus able to turn out 
officers of highest rank. 

The initial difficulties in the develop- 
ment of the college were not only lack 
of space but also lack of teaching 
staff. To head its engineering depart- 
ment the college had to apply to an 


Italian naval architect and marine 
engineer (Dr. Adolf Feingolt, of 


Genoa). For its navigational depart- 
ment a graduate of the Haifa Nautical 
School was sent to the University of 
Southampton School of Navigation, 
where he graduated as Extra-Master. 
This graduate—Emanuae|l Klemperer 


—is seconded by Captain Allan 
Seymour, an Extra-Master of 
Southampton University School of 


Navigation, who lays special stress on 
training for the merchant marine. 
Other teachers for general and 
specialised subjects were found in 
israel among ex-officers of the navy 
and merchant marine, all trained in the 
British seafaring tradition during their 
service with the Royal Navy. This 
gives the curriculum and the training 
a typically British character. Today 
the college has 21 teachers and instruc- 
tors, headed by the Principal, Captain 
Enrico Levy, a graduate of the Leg- 
horn Naval Academy and also a 
member of the London Institute of 
Navigation at the Royal Geographical 
Society. He came to Israel after ply- 
ing the Atlantic as First Mate of a 
British tanker during the Second 
World War. He was the captain of a 
number of Malian, British, and Israeli 
ships before joining the Haifa Nautical 
Scheol. 


Bright Prospects 


The Israel Nautical College today 
has just over one hundred and seventy 
cadets; but ifs immediate aim is to 
reach the number of three hundred. 
The prospects for this are bright, 
as Israci’s young generation is sea- 
minded and the number of candi- 
dates is large; but selection is very 
strict. Last year, of 180 candidates, 
only 72 were admitted. They come 
from all parts of Isracl and belong to 
different backgrounds. The Haifa-ites 
and locally born sabras are the most 
numerous. There are new immigrant 
cadets who arrived in the country only 
in 1955. 

Compared with students of other 
schools, the Nautical College cadets 
are a selected lot, both mentally and 
physically. Ther day of study begins 
at 6 a.m. and ends at 10 pm. the 
directors of the college are aware of 
the almost excessive pressure of 
studies, and know that only the most 
gifted can reach graduation. But here 
again the general policy of preference 
given to quality in place of quantity is 
applied. This policy ts imposed by the 
fact that Israel has no seafaring tradi- 
tion, and besides has to overcome 
difficulties not encountered in other 
countries. It. has to amalgamate and 
unify the outlook and training of 
students coming from different back- 
grounds, to mould them to work 
together and acquire the necessary 
esprit de corps to handle the new ships 
of the merchant marine. 

The schoo! year, begins at Rosh 
Hashana and ends in July. when first- 
year cadets ate given their basic milt- 
tary training while the older students 
take to the ships for practice. They 
have to be at sea for at least a month 
during summer vacations Fourth- 
year cadets are given the real test 
They are put in charge of a ship with- 
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out a crew of regular sailors (with the 
exception of a radio telegraphist), and 
under the command of their instruc- 
tors, who take over as captain, mates, 
etc., they sail on a regular commercial 
trip lasting at least 45 days, perform- 
ing all the tasks of a regular crew. 
In 1956 the Nautical College feurth- 
year cadets took over the Zim freighter 
Nachshon on a regular commercial 
run to Yugoslavia and Italy. They 
manceuvred the ship aS expert sailors, 
putting in a ten-hour working day for 


a month and a half, checking in 
practice what they had learned in 
theory. This “exclusively cadet” 


cruise, which, as far as is known, is 
unique in the world, drew the attention 
of the Yugoslav and Italian maritime 
authorities, who commended it. The 
enthusiasm of the Yugoslav and Italian 
Jewish communities over the per- 
formance of the cadets was also con- 
siderable. This year, the “ all-cadet 
cruise is expected to venture as far as 
the Atlantic and Northern Europe. 

The Israel Nautical College depends 
for its finances on four institutions 
the Ministries of Education, Transport, 
and Defence, and the Israel Maritime 
League. Each of these is represented 
on the College board of trustees, which 
works under the chairmanship of 
General Ya'acov Dori. These factors 
determine the general policy of the 
College, and, although the defence 
needs of the country have always 
claimed first place, in this particular 
case special stress was laid on the 
efficient and speedy training of officers 
for the merchant marine. 

The extent to which the Government 
is interested in the training of mer- 
chant marine officers is shown by the 
fact that the parents of cadets are 
required to pay only one-third of the 
actual expenses for training and educa- 
tion in the College. In addition, the 
school has an independent bursaries 
fund provided by the shipping 
companies. 


Towards Academy Status 


The present Israel Nautical College 
is inevitably heading towards the status 
of a fully fledged Nautical Acadenry. 
With the acquisition of more and 
newer ships by the merchant marine 
and with the development of more 
specialised techniques of seafaring, the 
need for better trained officers with a 
higher degree of competence is 
evident. the transformation of the 
College into an institution of higher 
learning, however, will have to come 
step by step, as the requirements of the 
merchant marine impose it. But even 
today the first steps are already made. 
Along the 300-yard seashore of the 
campus have already risen a Set of 
new workshops, a large new classroom 
and laboratory building with a mock. 
bridge for training purposes on top. 
new dormitory . buildings, a library, 
sports grounds, and instructors’ hous- 
ing. Work is.in progress on more dor 
mitories, a new dining-hall, a sick-bay, 
a gymnasium, administration buildings, 
and a jetty. Funds for these buildings 
have already been secured from the 
Government, 

The site of Acre was Chosen @s most 
appropriate for such an institution 
It has a quiet bay, is outside the noisy 
Haifa port area, and has a laree 
campus which crowded Haifa is unable 
to offer. Besides. historically Acre is 
one ofl most ancient ports 
prominent in the history of Jewish sea- 
faring. Tradition has it that thé last 
battle between the Roman and Israelite 
navies took place off Acre, In 1948 
the formidable fortress, which resisted 
Napoleon, fell to the Israeli troops 
who landed from the sea.

Constant Pressure 


The growth*of the merchant marine 
by leaps and bounds has placed the 
College under constant pressure. The 
tonnage of merchant shipping is now 
approaching 150,000, with more than 
30 ships. By 1965 Israel will have 
about half-a-million tons of shipping 
with about a hundred ships. These will 
require an addition of over 2.000 new 
seamen to the present force of 1,500. 
A third of the new seamen must be 
officers. Ihe College will have to 
provide them; but having decided to 
stick to the principle of “ quality first,” 
it is feared that all requirements may 
not be met in time. 

The College contribution to the mer- 
chant marine of Israel is already not 
negligible. Of the 500 officers serving 
aboard merchant vessels about 200 
have heen trained at the Haifa Nauti- 
cal School. The first officers from the 
Acre campus will board their ships late 
in 1957, |

will then travel into the alley-way to 
the vicinity of the lift. 

The upper deck hatches will be 
flush with the deck, and the ‘tween- 
deck hatches will be hydraulically 
operated. This is a costly refinement. 
but it is expected that in these ships. 
with a quick turn-round in Haifa and 


Marseilles, it may be well worth 
while. 

The engine-room department will 
find that they have under their 
control two engines, turbine-driven, 
driving separate propeliers. The 


reason for deviation from the single- 
screw system in the Israel and Zion 
is that these ships are of shallower 
draught, and _it is impossible to have a 
single screw of sufficient size for the 
Theodor Herzl. Together with the 
main engines and the already familiar 
Babcock and Wilcox high-pressure 
boilers, they will have also the large 
hotel plant which includes a very 
large refrigerating plant required by) 
the air-conditioning. 

The eléctricity will be A.C., and it 
should be quite possible to connect up 
to the shore supply without difficulty. 


Turbine Engineer 


Turbine engines were also chosen, 
because they will require less frequent 
minor maintenance work than diese! 
engines, so that delays in sailing on 
a very tight schedule can be prevented. 
So far as vibration is concerned, 
experience in the Israel and Zion has 


shown that the turbine is a_ very 
silent engine. 

The accommodation for the crew 
has been arranged so that. petty

Passenger Problems 


The problem. of the Transatlantic 
passenger line was more complicated. 
There are not enough Israel-bound 
passengers available to fill a 15.000/ 
20,000-ton liner of the size plying 
between Italy and the United States. 
On the other hand, a ship for about 300 
passengers only would be too small to 
cross the Atlantic and give comfort 
to the passengets, As besides the 
passenger business Zim is maintaining 
a regular three-weekly cargo line 
between the US-A. and Israel, it was 
decided to build two mixed passenger / 
cargo carriers of 10,000 tons each 
fitted with stabilisers, that could cater 
fora three-weekly movement of 300 
passengers in cach direction, as well 
as for the carriage of about 5.000 
tons of general cargo available there 
every three weeks for Israel. The

They have no ‘tween-decks but wing 
tanks, no winches but ‘large 
unobstructed holds, their size is 
between 15,000 and 20,000 tons, their 
speed about 15 knots. These are the 
ships that will carry about 100,000,000 
tons of an annual Transatlantic traffic 
of coal, grain, and ores. With modern 
loading and discharging facilities, these 
ships can be loaded and discharged 
within 24 hours, and with their size 
and speed they are vastly superior to 
the common Liberty-type tramp ships 
now in use. 

Zim has ordered seven such bulk 
carriers, each between 16.800 and 
20.000 tons deadweight, for delivery 
between 1960 and 1962. Furthermore, 
two 14,500-ton ships of the more con- 
servative type, with a speed of nearly 
17 knots, have been ordered for 
delivery in 1958. These two latter 
ships will be able to work as well in 
high-class liner trade as in bulk trade. 
The two ships of this type give the 
possibility, at time of need, to provide 
also additional large ships for Zims 
expanding Transatlantic services, but 
when convenient may work in the 
tramp business. 

Zim’s development programme 1s 
quite a large one. When this. pro- 
gramme is Completed Zim’s total dead- 
weight tonnage will near 400,000 tons, 
and 3,000 seamen will be employed 
on these ships. The total cost of this 
programme will amount to over 
$ 100,000,000. 


Major Role FEnvisaged 


With the successful development 
Zim has maintained during the last 
few years and the continuing demand 
of an expanding world shipping 
industry for new tonnage. Zim should 
be able—after completion of this pro- 
gramme—not only to continue to play 
a major réle in Israel's expanding sea- 
borne trade but also to work on a 
large scale on international liner dnd 
tramp business, thits earning large 
additional amounts of foreign currency 
for Israel. 

With a world shipping tonnage that 
grew from 70,000,000 tons in 1939 to 
over 100,000,000 tons to date and 1s 
yet utterly insufficient to carry the 
present seaborne trade of the world, 
a general increase in world tonnage 
up to 150,000,000 tons during the next 
fifteen years is anticipated, It seems 
wise for any shipping company, as 
well as for a young country like Israel, 
to try to take part in this expanding 
shipping universe, In a few years we 
might find that even the above pro- 
gramme is too small, and may have 
to be greately exceeded.

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HE maritime heritage that 

passed to the State of Israel 

from the time of the Man- 
datory Government was not great, 
despite the fact that the Yishuv had 
already in those days a considerable 
attachment to naval transport. The 
numbers of those who came to 
Israel, and from it, amounted 
during the last three years of the 
Mandatory Government to an 
average of 32,000 people per 
annum, and Palestinian foreign 
trade reached an annual average of 
1,500.00 tons. The repressive con- 
ditions of the Mandatory Govern- 
ment's policy prevented the develop- 
ment of local merchant shipping, 
which could have been based on the 
passenger sea routes and on the 
relatively large foreign sea trade. 


Tiny Merchant Fleet . 


On the eve of the establishment 
of the State, the Palestinian 
merchant fleet amounted to no 
more than four merchant ships— 
of 6,000 tons—including one pas- 
senger ship and three old cargo 
vessels, which together amounted to 
a negligible percentage of the pas- 
senger sea routes, and less than one 
per cent of the sea-borne foreign 
trade. 

The tise of the State of Israel 
created an unusual opportunity for 
the development of an Israch mer- 
chant fleet. On the one hand, the 
geopolitical position of the country 
became that of an isolated island as 
soon as the State came into existence; 
its land frontiers with the Arab States 
were closed, and the movement of 
people and cargoes was limited to the 
sca and air routes. Since the possi- 


either 
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bilities of air transport are still limited 
in regard to the movement of cargoes, 
dependence on the Sea route as the 
only life-line of contact with world 
markets became all the greater. 

On the other hand the foreign ship- 
ping companies which had maintained 
maritime transport services until the 
establishment of the State stopped 
their service on the eve of its creation, 
under pressure of political 
influences hostile to the idea of the 
establishment of the State, or on 
accoumt of fears of suffering damage 
owing to the war. 

rhe danger of isolation from supply 
sources overseas, which were parti- 
cularly vital to the State during its 
struggle for existence, gave to Israeli 
shipping an historic opportunity for its 
initial development: a chance to base 
its Initial existence on non-competitive 
conditions, without fear of unemploy- 
ment, and without need to take account 
of economic considerations, which 
would be decisive in normal times. 
The danger of isolation created a 
favourable moment to bring into use 
not only the few Isracli merchant ships 
from the Mandatory period, but also 
a number of “ illegal” immigrant ships 
which had been confiscated by the 


Mandatory Government. Yet there 
was still need to deploy chartered 
foreign ships and even to acquire 
additional ships to sail under the 


Istaeli flag, either passenger ships or 
cargo vessels. Thus in the first three 
or four years of the State's existence 
the foundations for the development 
of an Israeli merchant fleet were laid. 
Isracli merchant shipping began to 
develop at an amazing speed. The 
favourable conditions prevailing at 
the time of the establishment

State were prolonged under the 
influence of the boom which prevailed 
in world freight during 1950-51, and 
during the Korean war, when all ships 
had enough trade under very favour- 
able economic conditions. The revival 
of trade with Israel by foreign ship- 
ping lines did not introduce the factor 
of competition with the Isracli sea 
routes. Isracli shipping continued to 
enjoy high freight rates and the 
opportunity fully to exploit the avail- 
able cargo space. During this period 
Israeli merchant shipping consolidated 
its independent existence under the 
normal conditions following after the 
boom. And indeed in the difficult 
years that followed Israeli shipping 
displayed its ability to stand on its 
own feet in the competitive struggle 
without financial support from the 
Government and without resort to 
Government protection, and even io 
expand and to improve, 


In 1955 expenditure on Israeli ship- 
ping was estimated at $55,000,000. 
Income from Israeli ships came to 
$15,000,000, while $3,000,000 came 
from foreign transport. If one takes 
into account that of the total income 
of about $18,000,000 the Israeli ships 
spent in foreign currency about 
$12,000,000 for essential repairs, fuel, 
harbour services, etc., it follows that 
about $6,000,000 were gained through 
their services. During the past year 
income and savings have undoubtedly 
risen; and in this way shipping has 
hecome one of the invisible exports. 

[he relatively speedy growth of the 
fleet required considerable skilled man- 
power. Consequently, when the need 
to fill the new skilled jobs which were 
created in the Israeli merchant flect 
appeared, there Was a temporary 
increase in the need for foreign labour. 
Many efforts were made to speed up 
the training of Israeli manpower from

As these above figures show, the 
Isracli merchant fleet totals 29 ships 
today, with a total tonnage of 
134,000 tons, including four passenger 
ships (two used both for passenger and 
cargoes) capable of transporting 1,725 
passengers, 21 cargo ships with carry- 
ing capacity of 100,000 tons, and four 
tankers with freight capacity of 52,000 
tons, 

Although in the last few years the 
size of the. fleet has not changed 
greatly, yet in its composilion qualita- 
tive changes did take place. Old ships, 
whose high running-costs undermine 
every possibility of making them of 
economic use under conditions of 
depression, were sold, and m their 
place new ships have been added to 
suit specific transport needs. 

The Israeli fleet is still going through 
a process of renewal. ihe boom con- 
ditions now prevailing in the shipping 
trade provide a basis for additional 
expansion. Opportunities for thts are 
provided by the possibility of building 
ships in Germany under the Repara- 
tions Agreement. Another twelve ships 
are in the process of béing built, and 
an additional 26 ships are on order 
Among the 38 ships, whose total cargo 
space amounts to 450,000 tons, are 
included 14 shins for service on main 
shipping foutes, 17 tramps, four 
tankers, two refrigerator ships, and a 
gas tanker. With the completion of 
the building programme. which wil! 
last between five and six years. the 
Israeli merchant fleet will be one of 
the most up to date in the world. 

Last ‘year more than 39.000 people 
travelled under the Israeli flag, orf 
about 60 per cent of the total sea- 
passenger traffic to and from Israel. 
Cargo ships took about 700,000 tons, 
or some 32 per cent of the general 
Israeli foreign trade, excluding fuel. 

Thanks to the Israeli merchant fleet, 
Israel is no longer dependent on 
foreign shipping. It is noteworthy 
that the position of Isracli shipping. 
both in Israeli seaborne and in foreign 
trade, was achieved while preserving 
normal relations with seafaring coun- 
tries and foreign companies. Last 
year foreign transport in Israeli ships 
reached 500,000 tons, partly transport 
along shipping routes, but mostly 
tramp transports.

the ranks of trainees, of sea cadets, 
and of those released from the Navy. 
Many were brought to the ships as 
trainees. until they joined the crews 
as able seamen. Many were traincd 
in professional courses on shore. 
Likewise, courses for veteran seamen 
were arranged in order to train them 
for officers, both on the bridge and 
in the engine room. . The number of 
Israeli seamen rose from 100 on the 
dav of the establishment of the State 
to 500 at the end of 1949, to 853 in 
1950. and to 1,500 in 1956. 

All seagoing traffic requires ports, 
and here the Mandatory ~ heritage” 
was quite considerable.

During the 
first three years the ports expericnceg 
momemts of crisis when they were 
unable to overcome the pressure of 
naval communication needs. But the 
queues Of ships waiting in the ports 
of Israel, waiting to be loaded or 
unloaded, are generally the heritage of 
those past years. The capacity of the 
ports has now been greatly extendeg 
and is estimated today at more thay 
3,500,000 tons—as compared with 4 
foreign maritime trade in the region 
of 2,000,000 tons per annum 


Growth of Haifa Port 


The greatest development took 
place, of course, in the port of Haifa. 
which is still the only deep-water port 
in Isracl, and now takes up abou 
80 per cem of the total foreign cargo 
handled by Israel, being capable of 
handling even more Cargo. A modern 
granary has been set up, capable of 
accommodating 20,000 tons, which 
can unload 200 tons per hour direc

Messrs. J. W. Isherwood and Co. 
(of London and New York), who are 
designers of some of the largest ships 
afloat and pioneers of big tankers and 
ore-carriers, are consultants to Zim- 
Israel in connection with all the ships 
in their programme, and have super- 
vised the construction of most of 
them.

Automatic Steering 


The “ sensitive heart ” of the installa- 
tion is the Sperry Marine Gyro Compass. 
Many readers will have played with a 
gyroscopic top in their youth and will 
recall the umi@ue properties of the gyro- 
scope. which keep the axis upright while 
the wheel ts spinning. The Gyro Com- 
pass is based on the same principles, and. 
being mounted in gimbals, un provides a 
contmuous stabilised heading reference 
irrespective of the ship's Motion in heavy 
scas.

When | arrived at about 7 a.m. 
Shachrit was already being recited 
Sonie men. hurried in and. quickly 


finishing the prayers, hurried off to 
their various tasks. Others, mostly 
elderly men, were davening in a more 
leisurely fashion, with more zest and 
devotion. These men are from Russia, 
Poland, Rumania, and Hungary, and, 
with their wives and children, manage 
to eke out an uneventful existence. 
Most of them bave lost all hope of 
rehabilitation and have become 
resigned to a life of drudgery. Others 
still dream of salvation and of emigra- 
tion to England or America. 

i went on to the Bethaus at No. 6 
(zerning with its Talmud Torah and 
kosher restaurant, and visited a class- 
room where boys were being taught 
religion and Jewish history. These 
children. of all classes of Viennese 
Jewry are being well looked after 
spiritually by able teachers and are 
well fed by the housewife. who, with 
her husband, runs the restaurant. 

I met a number of private Jewish 
citizens, among them manufacturers, 
shopkeepers, and professionals, and. 
although my stay in Vienna was short,

I left Vienna to. join my. family in 
\ ugoslaVia and to abandon myself to 
a short spell of leisure. | began my 
holiday. but the Jewish picture could 
not be blotted out for very long.

On the second dav of our stay at 
the holiday resort of Opatija we set 
out by coach with a’ party from the 
hotel for a days tour A smash 
occurred in the mountains, which 
luckily. resulted only in minor injuries 
to the passengers. Back in the hotel 
a local doctor and his wife were 
brought in to attend to the injured 
and, while being examined, | became 
conscious of a close affinity to this 
couple The doctor was of Polish 
birth,a Yugoslav subject by naturalisa- 
tion: his wife was born in Yugoslavia 
Ihey knew many of their. corel- 
gionists in the country.

Here, then, was my first and only 
find in Liubliana. The man and his 
wife were vendors in the market \ 
fisherman and native of Dubrovnik.

lollowing his-old occupation. Early 
in the morning and later in the day 
he and his wife disposed of his catches 
in the market place.

External Help 


Israel enjovs a considerable amount 
of external help. Probably seine 25 
or 20 ner cent of its national. income 
is “ unearned income ™: about half of 
this comes from Jewish ceaimunities 
abroad. and the other half from Ger- 
many by way of reparations and from 
the U.S.A. as. grants-in-aid. The effect 
of this massive external help is com- 
plex Many European and some 
Asiatic countries have enjoved Ameri- 
can help. but on a relatively smaller 
scale. Marshall Aid to Britain. for 
instance amounted to no more than 
three or four per cent of the national 
income. Of course. Israel needs this 
assistance It could not, with accumu- 
lated capital alone, have absorbed. in 
the past Seven vears an immieration 
exceeding the established population 

is not merely. a anvestion of 
economic absorption but also of 
re-education ef a people. Take. for 
instance. the Jewish community from 
the Yernen.. They have made a lore 
journey, not only in space. from 
Yemen to Israel, but in time-—throuch 
two thousand years of history. To 
hundreds of thousands of prople like 
these Iseae! has to teach modern skills. 
Western technology, the elements of 
democratic experience, and. of caurse 
—ijn many cases-——-the language. The 


Yemenis are an exception to the last, 
because they speak the same language 
that is spoken in Israel, Biblical 
Hcbrew. But many other Jews do 
not. AH this calls for a great deal of 
money in a modern Western society 

But on the other hand, a society 
which accepts long-term and large- 
scale philanthropic help from outside 
must experience some less positive 
eflects Such help lessens the com- 
pulsion to be fully competitive. It 
does not give the necessary encourage- 
ment to decrease the costs of produc- 
tion or to proceed as rapidly as 
possible with the business of rationali- 
sation. Bureuucracies mushroom 
under such conditions 


Substantial Achievements 


The great boon of healthy competi- 
tion——which runs some risks in an) 
Welfare State—as a tender plant in 
Isracl. This situation affects the older 
settlers and the newconters§ rather 
differently. Phe effect on the old 
settlers obvious: they know the 
Government's address all too well, and 
when they find themselves in economic 
difficulties they feel they only need 
a subsidy So if ever a group ol 
enterprises—industnal or agricultural 

finds itself in difficulties. it has 
“ rédress “ from the Government 

There are substantial achievements 
to set against all this: 420 new vil- 
lages and IS new towns have been 
established in the last cight vears : new 
industries never before known :n this 
part of the world have been founded 
metals and minerals have been dis- 
covered, and a few of them are 
already being. mined commercially 
Nevertheless, the mixed effects. of 
long-range philanthropy are unmistak- 
able. The fact remains that people 
use gift money in quite a different way 
from money earned by the sweat of 
their brow. 

The effects on the new immigrants 
are different. To givé an example: 
during last year the authorities began 
to settle a new region—tLachish. a 
district in Southern Judea, where Kipeg 
David spent his more adventurous 
days. It is a fertile plain. Jews from 
the ghettoes of Morocco were brought 
directly from the ships to agricultural 
settlements in this area, They. got 
their houses. full employment (Israe!? 
being a Welfare-State), decent wages 
(the trade unions have fought for.them 
for many years), and free schooling. 
Thev get entertainment free of 
charge: an educational film or folk- 
dancing. But it will be a long time 
before they can produce by their own 
exertions enough to pay forall this. 


RAEL 


Now it is paid for by the State. How 
many years will it take them to 
become skilled and productive enough 
to meet the cost themselves ? 

It i a Queer phenomenon, this 
absorption by a Western-type society 
of people from medieval and pre- 
medieval times. Some of them may 
not even be very happy to have full 
employment ; they would prefer desul- 
tory work for two or three days a 
week hey may. well entertain their 
own ideas about recreation-——different 
from educational films or tectures-— 
including an Oriental coffee-shop and 
sometimes a rowdy free-for-all... ht is 
sull. not too clear how they react to 
the benefits given to them. 

Phere is. perhaps, some innate con- 
tradiction between philanthropic out- 
side help and the necessity § for 
competition. At what level will that 
coniradiction eventually be solved ? 
Probably it will be -solved throueh 


some. ercat moral upheaval. some 
reverberating spiritual experience. 
whose outcome might be a more 


puritan economy and a more liberal 
Way ot life 


Future Leaders 


Who 1s gomeg to decide all the open 
issucs of Israel, military, economic, 
and social? Israel has many political 
pares. But maybe the great divide 
is on a different plane—between the 
passing and the coming generation. 
Beiween them is much more than the 
normal difference separating two 
generations. For the first time in the 
history of the new Israel there is now 
rising to leadership a generation which 
is Israel-born. Of course, since. the 
beginning of the Third Return there 
have already been six generations of 
Jews «orn in Israel. but the leaders 


have so far always been men who have 


come from the Diaspora. They 
have been more numerous, and some- 
times more cultured, than the: indige- 
nous Jews, The people. who now 
lead the State of Israel and its society 
are Jews born in Eastern Europe. The 
political leaders are mainly Russian 
Jews. This to some degree explains 
their anti-Communism. There its ‘also 
some admixture of German Jews in 
the leadership of business and finanee. 
But this generation is passing, It may 
not be more than three—at the most 
five-—vears before Israel is led by 
people born there. And- this means 
a totally different type of people. 
These voung people are different in 
many respects. They have a different 
hold on Jewish tradition. For them, 
Jewish tradition is The Bible. They 


ar& imbued. with the. Bible, with. its. 


connotations and associations. but 
they do not. identify themselves in the 
Same way with the Jewish traditions 
Created during the 1.800 years of the 
Exile. Of course, they learn about 
these in school, but they remain some- 
how strange to them, 

Existential Judaism means for 
them Joshua and Kings, the Prophets, 
the Maccabees and Bar-Kochbs 
that is. aS far as the Second Disper- 
sion. This. for them, is part of their 
real, present history, they enjov it 
and feel ut. From this. springs the 
present enthusiasm for archxolog,. It 
is no accident that the first Israeli 
Chief-of-Stafl—now aged 41-—is a 
noted archrologist. Israel's national 
sport is neither horse-racing nor dog- 
racing. but archwology 

A new dscovery trom the Middle’

Something that will excite 
many households in the country 
Things beneath the earth (and | do not 
mean ol, impertant as-that :s) are 
almost as important as things on the 
earth s ‘Ht is an ingredient in 
the widespread attachment to ancicnt 
Hebrew tratition.

conscious. of the dichotomies of 
Western civilisation, technics. and 
“ progress.” Anyhow, these will be 
the men who will, in a very. few vears. 
be taking over the State, its economy, 
Hts trade unions, its jnstitutes of 
higher learning, and all the key posi- 
trons, 

The Israeli people feel—obscurely 
enough—that whatever they do or fail 
unwitting, sometimes 
even wnwilling, agents of some 
greater, inscrutable Will. Now is 
only a beginning, a new beginning. 
They will go the way, whatever it 
may mean and however hard it may 
prove. They wall not look back, They 
obey, as it were. the Message on a 
scroll which only gradually unfolds 
itself before their eves.

FUTURE OF ANNUAL CIVIC SERVICE 
Discussion by Representative Council 


From our Correspondent 


The important rdle of the Jewish 
Representative Council in promoting 
understanding between Jew and non- 
Jew was emphasised by Mr. H. Carr, 
Chairman, presenting the Executive 
Committee’s report at the Council's 
annual meeting last week, He stated 
that during the year the officers of the 
Council of Synagogues had resigned.

A MAN AMONG WOMEN 


From HERBERT FREEDEN—Jerusalem 


MAN at a women’s conven- 

tion feels like Gulliver 

among the pygmies — or 
giants, depending on the circum- 
stances Whoever, visiting the 
thirteenth World Wizo Conference, 
may have feared that “ professional 
Zionism” spots feminine charm, 
was pleasantly surprised .at the 
happy mixture of elegance and 
organisational talent, of fashion and 
tradition, of femininity and bustness 
sense. Indeed, the businesSlike way 
in which the Wizo ladies—180 dele- 
gates trem 24 countries—-conducted 
their affairs does ‘not shun com- 
parison with the male-dominated 
Zionist Congress. 

It would be erroneous to assume 
that women ke to indulge in more 
and longer speeches than men. quite 
the contrary—-whatever the proverbs 
may say about. it. The ever-changing 
galaxy ol Madam Chairman kept 
the various participants in the debate 
strictly to the allotted time. Strictness, 
altogether, was not gqutte absent from 
the nroceedings. but this the Con- 
fcrence had m common not ont with 
other Zsonist conventions but with 
many Zionist propagandists: thev are 
all terribly serious and lack the tittle 
humorous lights which can brighten 
up even dark situations

agricultural school there, and social 
problems are reduced to terms of day 
créches, kindergartens, vecational 
training, clothing distribution, and the 
other activities through which Wizo 
helps women and children in Isracl. 


Non-Party Organisation 


Ihe other stimulating fact is that 
Wizo has succeeded in remaining un- 
affected by party politics. At a time 
when every detail of public life is 
pressed into one or another party 
category, a breath of fresh air comes 
from a gathering which is concerned 
with human hives and human happr- 
Hess, regardless of a complicated 
Weltanschauuny Within the Zionist 
Movement, dominated as is by 
parties, this constitutes an act of moral 
courage. However, there is no doubt 
that Wizo has to suffer from its lack 
of political affiliation. This organisa- 
tion which, with its 220,000 members, 
1s after America s Hadassah. 
numerically the strongest body within 
the Zionist ranks. and which with 
Federations in 23 COUNTIICS certainly 
is its most mternational sector, 1s 
neither fully represented on the Zionist 
Executive nor has it voting nights on 
the other counctis which determine the 
destuny of the movement. As a result 
of the thirteenth World Conference 
Wizo will make resolute attempt to 
redress this wrong Ihe test .of 
whether it will b@nable to retain its 
delightful remoteness from parts 
politics will came once this goal is 
ichieved

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JERUSALEM CALLING 
Fuel Shortage 


As in other countries during these 
days, Israel is also suffering from a fuel 
shortage, particularly since Russia does 
not wish to sell us fuel in exchange for 
oranges and bananas, as she has done 
for a fhumber of years. 

Electric power stations in Israel work 
on fuel and we must therefore decrease 
the use of electricity. When visitors 
come to our home we sit with them by 
the light of a small electric lamp. Electric 
stoves for heating and cooking stand 
unused and instead of them we use 
paraffin stoves. 

My neighbour even irons with a very 
old .charcoal iron, which has remained 
with her from the time when there was 
no electricity in the country at all. 
The owners of vehicles also have to 
decrease the use of fuel. Every vehicle 
must rest one day a week and each 
vehicle owner chooses the day on which 
he does not use his vehicle at all. 

For a number of years we have been 
looking for of in our country, and to 
our great joy we found an oil field in 
the Negev a year and a half ago. There 
is hope that in the north of the country, 
too, oil fields will be found, and today

Coinciding felicitously with the 
appearance of the “ last of the red- 
hot mommas,” the famous Sophie 
Tucker herself, in London next 
week, for a cabaret season at the 
Café de Paris, a couple of charac- 
teristic records of hers have been 
issued by Pye in their Mercury 
series. 

One, a seven-inch E.P. (MEP 9501). 
is entitled “ The Spice of Life” and 
contains four songs, all delivered in 
Sophie's own jncomparable style, a 
sort of recitative that could be inde- 
pendent of the music itself, but which, 
with its rhythm and timing, artfully 
conveys the sauciness of the “ spice” 
(love, of course, is the spice) in the 
Ssauciest-——but nicest—of ways. 

The other record, a twelve-inch L.P. 


(MPL 6503), is entitled “Cabaret 
Days” and it is, as long-playing 
records ought to be to avoid the 


tedium so many of them tend towards. 


a “live” recording, with an apprecia- 
tive audience in the background. 
Sophie here runs through a number of 
old favourites as well aS newer ones, 
harking back to memories even of 
1910—-which serves to point the fact 
that she is an artist who has celebrated 
her golden jubilee in show business. 
But, as she herself sings, age should 
be nothing to be frightened of, and, 
if her. own constant vivacity and 
artistry, apparently proof against time, 
are anything to go by, she should be 
charming audiences in person for yet 
a long time to come.

can haVé a very good permanent sub- 
stitute im these technically excellent 
records, through which her personality 
emerges very clearly. And if they do 
see her in person, they should still 
have the records, which they will value 
additionally !

MOMME TODAY 


By ROBERT WELTSCH 


T the end of the nineteenth 
century, when an unending 
stream of poor Jewish 

emigrants moved out of Eastern 
Europe westward to reach the 
Atlantic ports, a new era of Jewish 
history was born. Seldom has a 
similar transformation of a people 
been brought about in so short a 
time: the offspring of those 
emigrants are the American Jews of 
our days. 


On one of these sombre journeys 
over bad roads across the Polish 
swanmps a girl was born when the 
horse-drawn wagon had to stop 
because the 17-year-old mother. was in 
labour. The woman, Mrs. Kalish, was 
coming from South Russia to join her 
husband, who had preceded her on 
the way to America in order to avoid 
military service in Russia. Somehow 
he had changed his name to Abuza, 
and somehow the woman reached him 
in the U.S.A. with their two children. 
They established a little restaurant in 
the Jewish quarter of Harford, Conn. 
There the young girl born on the 
journey grew up and amused the 
guests with her songs. 


Command Performance 


This girl later became one of the 
most famous stars of the American 
music-hall. Sophie Tucker. Between 
the two world wars she enraptured 
audiences not only in America but 
also in London, where she appeared 
at the Kit-Kat in Haymarket in 1925, 
and in 1934 she sang two of her 
most famous songs at the Royal Com- 
mand Variety Performance before 
King George V and Queen Mary. 
The clou of her London season, how- 
ever, was “~My Yiddishe Momme.” 
This, among a, dozen other hits, is 
now included twofold in the recital 
recorded on ‘Brunswick, LAT 8144 
(“ The Great Sophie Tucker’), once 
in. Yiddish and once. in an English 
translation. The Yiddish version, of 
course, is much more original and 
effective. 

The Yiddishe Momme,” 
its attractive sentimentality 
the’ “twenties moved large London 
audiences to tears night by night, 
seems to me a true landmark of Jewish 
intellectual history, which deserves 
some analysis. It is the nostalgic 
outcry of a generation which feels its 
own Jewish background dwindling. as 
it is increasingly absorbed into a new 
multi-coloured rapturous world, What 
remains of Judaism is that vague 
semiment primarily rooted in family 
reminiscences, while the contrast

between father and son (or mother 
and daughter) has become as wide as 
that between New York and the small 
Lithuanian shtettel from which the 
Kalish family set out on its search for 
a new honie. 

The praise of the incomparable 
virtues of the old-style Jewish mother 
who lived her drab life exclusively 
for her family, working day and night 
for her children, is a kind of farewell 
by the grown-up child who is deter- 
mined not to follow in the mothers 
footsteps. It js, alas, also a farewell 
to a Jewish world which does not 
come back and to which _ the 
“ Momme'’s” children’ certainly do 
not wish to return. By paying tribute 
to the Momme they buy themselves 
freedom to part with the past. 


Immigrant Artists 


Reminiscences of the ~ Momme”™ 
are a stage on the road to inevitable 
assimilation, lke-—-on a much more 
sophisticated level——-the reminiscences 
of his father so movingly described 


this year by David Daiches in his 
book “Two Worlds.” Changing 
conditions have rapidly transformed 


the Jewish people. Sophie Tucker 
was only one of many Jewish immi- 
grant artists who took a decisive part 
in the rise of American jazz. George 
Gershwin (cf. his Piano Concerto 
charmingly plaved by Katchen on 
LXT 5069, with Rhapsody in Blue 
and Irving Berlin (his Waltzes” on 
LAT 8064) are obvious prominent 
cases in point. From there the 
American way of life leads to the 
mass neurosis of “Rock ‘n’ Roll,” 
which has apparently conquered the 
Western world. For me it sounded 
rather dull and monotonous when I 
experienced it, under the famous Bill 
Haley. on LAT 8117 (° Rock Around 
the Clock ") or_on LAT 8139 ( Rock 
‘n’ Roll Stage Show™). But ‘it seems 
to have become popular jn Israel, too, 


It mav be that to an Israeh sabra, 
as. to a_ third-generation American 
Jewish youngster, “Rock ‘n’ Roll” 


has much more meaning and fascima- 
tion than the Yiddishe Momme”!

is Careful to point out that the plan 
for the operation was based upon an 
accurate appreciation of the strength 
ol the enemy. If there had been a 
different estimate of the enemy's 
fighting capacity there would also 
have have been a different plan of 
campaign. For this reason the 
Israclis were able to take risks which 
in any other circumstances would have 
been considered suicidal. Thus. the 
author himself (a regular soldier. who 
had a distinguished record as a sen‘or 
Staff Officer in the British Army) 
describes one plan as a “ prescription 
for chaos” while the attack on the 
Strong position at Thamed must have 
scemed, he says, even to the Egyptians.

Despite his enthusiasm, the author 
succeeds in presenting an objective 
account of the campaign,. of its 
Origins and its aims. He has been at 
pars to be accurate, but it should be 
memioned that a wholly misleading 
account has been given of the history 
of Turkish rule in Sinai on p. 72 and 
it 18 NOt Correct to say, on p. 39, thal 
“ reprisal raids by Isracl were always 


directed against military objectives,” 
however much one would like to 
believe it. The author rightly snsists 


that the Israeli Govérnment’'s objective 
was not to conquer territory but to 
force Egypt and the other Arab States 
to make peace with Israel. It has yet to 
be seen whether that objective will be 
attained. and not everyone will share 
the authors optimism § the 
Egyptians can be forced to agree to 
negvotiate peace. Ihe Arab States can 
be. obliged to recogmse de far fo that 
Israel exists and that she cannot be 
overwhelmed. This can produce a con- 
tinuing state of no-war, but it has still 
to be shown that you can force people 


to sit down and negotiate a peace 
treaty. except under duress But 
Colonel Henriques’ final sentence 
will be widely echoed: ~ Israel went 
to war only in order to secure peace ; 
Israel. wants only peace.” 


MEDICINE AND LAW 


Medical Negligence. By Lord 
\atHaN, with the collaboration of 
R. BaRROWCTOUGH. Bufter- 
worth, 35s.

When a distinguished. lawyer, com- 
hining. a vast and long experience in 
ihe practice of the law with an equal 
and wnusual. experience in every 
\artety of national and public affairs, 
decides to turn awhile into the path of 
authorship, the book that emerges 1s 
cound to excite an eager anticipation. 
[hat expectation is amply fulfilled. 
Chairman of several committees of 
Niate, President of many public insti- 
tullons, uniting not only with the 
\isdom ofa practitioner, but as Chair- 
nan of the Board of Governors of 
one of the great teaching hospitals of 
| ondon, the Westminster, collaborat- 
ing (not for the first time) with Mr. 
Barrowclough, of the Bar, Lord 
Nathan has produced a. work lucid 
¢xposition, comprehensive in 
Character, and magisterial in utter- 
anee., 

~ Medical Negligence” is not a 
term of art: the title has been adopted 
conveniently to describe the law of 
negligence in relation to the medical 
profession and to hospitals.. Since the 
operation of. the ‘National Health 
Service jn 1948, the number of actions 
against doctors and hospitals has very. 
substantially imereased. “The cate- 
eories Of negligence are never closed,” 
Lord Macmillan observed in an 
¢poch-making  detision twenty-five 
years ago, and during the last fifteen 
years the judges have progressively 


“xtended the liability of hospitals for 


their _ professional . medical staff. 
Negligence ” is not synonymous with 


: it denotes the breach 
of a Jegal duty to take care, which 
results. in damage. When does such 
a duty exist? Upon whom does |! 
rest? What degree of care and skill 
can reasonably be required ? Such are 
the basic mquiries of this book, illus- 
trated by ample citations from all the 
relevant decisions not only of the 
Enelish courts, but of ihc courts of 
Scotland. the Domimons, and the 
United States of America—all of 
which have “ persuasive’ authority. 
Here is a sound guide not only to the 
questions already answered by the 
judges, but also in the elucidation of 
the many problems as yet unsolved 
A perusal of this book induces the 
reflection (among others) upon the 
links between medicine and the law 
professions especially favoured in 
Jewish life. Indeed, in ancient and 
medieval Jewish society, the same 
person not infrequently combined the 
two activities: as in Shemuiec! of 
Nehardea. recognised in the Bayili as 
the highest authority in rabbinical 
jurisprudence (whose contributions to 
medicine Dr. Margolith, of Tel Aviv, 
has been examining in Harofé Haiyri); 
or in Maimonides whose description 
jin his letter to Ibn Tibbon of the 
daily life of an overworked doctor 
with a practice in Cairo and Fostat 
is almost contemporary. Of the 
physician in Jewish law—his rights 
and duties—and of medical damaxes 
(a subject that Dr. Jacobovits has 
been recently expounding), the codes 
have a good deal to say. In modern

REFUGEE PROBLEM 


Refugees. A_ Study 
in Forced Population Movement. 
By Matco.m J. Prouproor. Faber 
& Faber. 52s. 6d.

The story of the millions of Euro- 
pean refugees uprooted before, during. 
and after the Second World War, is 
being fully recorded. Three massive 
books have already been published, 
the official histories of the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration ‘(Unrra), and of the 
International Refugee Organisation 
(iro), and a study of the refugee in 
the post-war world. This book by the 
late Professor Proudfoot supplements 
and complements them, It is more 
restricted m space, being concerned 
only with the European problem, but 
more comprehensive in time, and more 
critical, It covers the story from 1939 
to 1953; and forms a continuation of 
the survey of the refugee problem by 
Sir John Hope-Simpson, published in 
1939. It deals with the pre-war ex- 
pulsions by the Nazis, the forced dis- 
placement of sixty millions during the 
war, and the repatriation and resettic- 
ment of the mass by Unrra and Iro 
and voluntary bodies. 


International Action 


The author devoted to the work six 
years of research, and had special. 
qualifications for writing it. During 
the world war he was a high officer 
of the Displaced Persons Branch of 
the Supreme Headquarters (Shaef). 
and tater im the Crvil 
of the War Department in Washine- 
ton. So he had access to all the 
oficial documents—and wrote not a 
few of them himself. His treatment 
iS precise and unemotional, but gently 
critical. ft t a book for the 
specialist and the admmistrator, full of 
Statistics and tables, illuminated by 
some sardonic reflections on Govern- 
ments, international agencies, and— 
occasionally—Jewish bodies. The story 
is incredibly grim, and yet cheering, 
because ut shows up the unmense heip- 
ful action of the world society. There 
is a special chapter on Jewish refugees, 
which, besides the statistics and 
reports, gives the exciting story of -the 
“illegal” immigration into Palestine 
and of the internment camps in Cyprus 
at the end of the world war. told 
objectively by a detached official. He 
tells also of the. temporary refuge 
which Switzerland gave during the war 
to nearly a quarter of a million. and 
which Sweden gave to a similar figure. 
Palestine during the period 1940 to 
1945 received 58,000 Jews. 

While generally he does not pass 
judgement, he remarks on the gross 
injustice done by American and Jewish 
oprmon to the British.“ who-had taken 
a large part in liberating the European 
Jews from Hitlers concentration 
camps. For the most part, his detail 
of Jewish effort 1s correct: and he has 
studied carefully the documents of the 
Joint Distribution Committee’ of 
America. But occasionally ‘the per- 
spective is a bit awry. as when Ort 
is presented as a Main instrument for 
training the young migrants for 
Palestine, while nothing is said of the 
Hechalutz. 


Present Tasks 


Dramatically. the chapter on the 
Jewish refugees is followed by one on 
the German refugees, telling of the 
ten million expelled from the Fastera 
fone, Poland, and Czechoslovakia. 
Ihat is a moving story of retribution, 
and also of a remarkable enterprise 
of integration of milhons in the West 
German economy. The vast opera- 
on of Iro.is summarised in a single 
chapter of 33 pages: and then the 


author draws a few challenging con- 


clusions. The Western nations have 
chosen to ignore the continuing 
European refugee problem: and put 
on the High Commissioner for 
Refugees an impossible task. without 
the means of discharging it. Finally, 
foreseeing a third world war, he 
advises on the measures which should 
be taken to deal with the expected vast 
problem of civil refugees in the light 
of the experience of the last forty 
years. The effort of the author to be 
fair to Governments and international 
authorities is transparently clear 

The book has a tragic opportunism. 
Once again the European communities 
have to face the influx of tens of 
thousands of refugees, victims of per- 
secution and tyranny ; and once again 
international machinery is required to 
handle a problem which is beyond the 
scope of voluntary bodies.

ELECTRICAL GROUPS 
STILL FAVOURED 


A leading firm of stockbrokers, which 
admits that the present is “hardly a 
propitious Moment to pul pen to paper 
on the thorny problem of imvesiment, 
nevertheless devotes a large part of its 
monthly comment to the electrical 
industry. Looking well into the future 
the writers find leading electrical equip- 
ment issues still worthy of imvesiment 
attention. 

There are. of course. factors against 
over-optimism. They include such things 
as fixed price contracts, the need to ratse 
still further finance, and the fact that 
rewards. in the initial stages of the 10- 
year power programme, may be small. 
On the other hand, the factors making 
for expansion are considerable. 

Output of electricity has been rising 
steadily at a rate of between 7 and 
per cent a year. There seems cvery 
prospect of this continuing. Anticipated 
demand calls for an increase im capacity 
from the present 24,600 megawatts to 
40.000 megawatts by 1965. 

Such a growth would clearly have 
thrown an extreme strain on coal stocks 
and fuel imports. The development of 
atomic power, however, for which 
station programmes are now in hand, will 
take care of that factor and should 
eventually make electricity. economical 
for a vast range of heat applications 
where. at present, cosis are almost pro- 
hibitive.

Pineau Statement on Gaza

Paris, Thursday 


Addressing Parliament here on Wednesday the French Foreign 
Minister, M. Pineau, revealed the essentials of the understanding reached 


between the United States, France, and Israel durin 
Washington of the French Premier and Foreign 


the recent visit to

which Israel agreed to withdraw from Sharm El Sheikh and Gaza. 

M. Pineau stated that on the question of navigation through the 
Gulf of Aqaba the United States not only undertook to send American 
ships through the Gulf but, at the suggestion of the French, agreed that 
Israel would be entitled to resort to legitimate self-defence under Article 
Li of the United Nations Charter if Israeli ships were attacked. , 


This solution, approved by the 
American Government, was satisfac- 
tory, as it raised no legal problem 
and involved no difficulties’ in imple- 


mentation. Any Egyptian interven- 
tion would provoke an immediate and 
certainly effective ripost by Israel 
said M. Pineau. He added: “The 


French Government does not consider 
that a solution of the Agaba problem 
is subject to the judgment of the Inter- 
national Court, and there was not the 
slightest allusion to that during the 
Washington talks.” 

On the question of Gaza. which M. 
Pineau described as “a problem of lesser 
importance for Isracl.”” he said that the 
U.N. attitude is indefensible. 

If- the United Nations should prove 
powerless to prevent fedayeen raids, said 
M. Pineau, Israel would have the right 
to retract her decision, in which case 
France would not associate herself with 


any sanctions but would help to find 
a just solution. He denied that a secret 
Franco-Israchi agreement had been signed 
with a view to a resumption of hostilitics.

MR. JANNER RECEIVES 
VOTE OF CONFIDENCE

PARIS 

A plenary meeting here last week- 
end of the Executive of the European 
Confederation of General Zionists, 
adopted a motion of confidence in Mr. 
Barnett Janner, M.P., President of the 
Confederation Council. There was 
not a single vote against the resolu- 
tion, but three representatives of the 
Right-Wing (Klalim) faction abstained. 

It will be recalled that the Klalim 
recently assailed Mr. Janner, calling for 
his resignation from the Confederation, 
because last November he joined in the 
Labour vote of censure in the Commons 
against the Eden Government over the 
Sue7 expedition. 

The Klialim hacked down when they 
heard the explanations offered by Mr.

POLISH JEW ASKS

STOCKHOLM 
Mr. Mieczyslaw Undler, a former 
reporter on the Warsaw paper 
Express Wiec7Zorny and a reserve 
officer in the Polish army, who was 
invited to visit Sweden, has asked the 
authorities here for asylum. 


He was born in the Warsaw Ghetto 
and. his mother died in a German gas 
chamber. He joined the Communit 
Party voluntarily, but said that he had 
heen disappointed by the return of Stalin- 
ists to their former positions. 

He stated that. owing to an influx from 
Russia, there were now 60.000 Jews in 
Poland. The revival of antisemitism. he 
said. was related to the 
Stalinist propagandists to find a scapegoat 
for their own failures. But, he added. 
the Jew in Poland now had legal! security 
and had no longer to fear arrest by nighi 
followed by torture.-<J.T.A.)

Manasseh Ben Israel Exhibition

AMSTERDAM 

A Manasseh ben Israel Memorial 
Exhibition was declared open in the 
Municipal Waag Museum here on 
Monday, a few hundred yards from the 
house .in the Joden Breestraat. where 
Manasseh ben Israel lived most of his 
life. | 

The exhibition has been organised by 
the Dutch Jewish Historical Society and 
the Jewish Historical Museum. _ 

At the opening ceremony, which was 
attended bythe British Consul-General, 
the memorial address was given by. Dr. 
Cecil Roth, of Oxford, who said that as 
a result of his research into Elizabethan 
archives he had been able to establish 
that the original name of Manasseh’s 
father, who later called himself Joseph 
ben Israel, had been Gaspar Rodriguez 
Nufiez. 

The quantitatively small exhibition— 
which occupies only one room of the 
Waag building's first floor and which will 
remain open for only four weeks*—is 
rich in 5 ag It is largely the work 
of Mr, L. Fuks, the Hbrarian of the 


Bibliotheca Rosenthaliana of the Amster- 
dam University Library, and Mr. MH. 
Gans, who with Mr. Fuks completed 
the detailed catalogue. 


The catalogue lists some works pub- 
lished by the Manasseh ben Israel printing 
press, which have not formerly been listed 
in any catalogue. [t refers in all to 7? 
such works, whereas the cataloene com- 
piled by the late Mr. J. S. da Silva Rosa. 
in 1927, on the occasion of the ter- 
centenary of the publication. of the first 
book by Manasseh’s printing press, con- 
tains only 66 items, Among the works
